"Never again will l entertain hiring someone whose Sun fails in my 
twelfth house," my client stated emphatically. His voice reflected a 
note of chagrin and pain. The owner of a large jewelry supply com¬ 
pany, he is also a longtime student of astrology who often consults 


professionally with me about the

He had just fired a very troublesome 
office manager born with her Sun at 4* 
Aries, His Ascendant is 17* Aries and his 
twelfth-house cusp is 3" Pisces. This 
showed her Sun buried deeply in his 
twelfth house, a part of the horoscope 
linked to secret enemies, disappointment 
and betrayal, when expressed negatively. 
Earlier that month another client came 
for a consultation concerning how a traf¬ 
fic ticket would be handled. My client had 
been accused of causing a serious crash 
that she felt was someone else’s fault. 
The ticket listed the birth date of the al- 


noroscopes of employees. 


leged victim. That client's Ascendant is 1° 
Virgo with 28* Virgo on the cusp of her 
second house. The crash victim was born 
on October 8 with the Sun at about 15“ 
Libra. This matched the second house of 
the worried client. It turned out that the 
alleged victim had failed a sobriety test 
and the charges were dropped against my 
client, showing a benign and positive re¬ 
sult. That is usually the case when the 
Sun-Sign of one person falls in the sec¬ 
ond house of another's natal chart. 

In the always-popular astrology of com¬ 
patibility, many subtle and fascinating fac- 
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tors come into play. The Sun-Sign in one 
chart conjunct the Moon sign in another is 
usually considered the ideal match, espe¬ 
cially when the Sun and Moon placements 
make harmonious aspects. Mars and Venus 
influences traditionally relate to passion and 
love in a romantic relationship, while Jupiter 
ties show prospects in wealth and accom¬ 
plishment. Saturn aspects can be long-last¬ 
ing but serious, Uranus adds sparkle and 
surprises; Neptune can be imaginative or 
deceptive; Pluto intense. Often, though, it is 
difficult to acquire the accurate birth data 
and then interpret it completely with all of 
the important relationships that impact 
one’s life. However, just by knowing the 
month and day of birth of an acquaintance 
or relative, it is easy to immediately figure 
out which house is activated and what kind 
of impact can be expected from any poten¬ 
tial relationship contact. In experimenting 
with this compatibility guide for many years, 

I have found it to be very helpful, as is com¬ 
plete synastry or a composite study. It is 
also much quicker and easier to use. 

Remember that each zodiac sign spans 
30 degrees, from O' to 29*. The Sun 
moves about a degree a day; so a Gemi¬ 
ni person born on June 20 f to¬ 
ward the end of the sign, will 
have the Sun at about 28', 
while a June 1 Gemini individ¬ 
ual will have the Sun at about 
10% June 1 being almost ten 
days into the sign. 

Next, be aware of the de¬ 
grees on the house cusps in the 
birth-chart of the person who 
seeks insight into the relation¬ 
ship. Had the jewelry-company 
owner been working with an 
April 16 Aries, born toward the 
end of the sign, the Sun would 
have fallen at about 261 This 
would have activated his first 
house, creating a very different 
impact from the disastrous one 
generated by the Aries person 
born in late March with her Sun 
at 4" in his natal twelfth house. 


In many years of practice, I have found 
that the Tropical Pfacidus house cusps work 
best; however astrologers who prefer Koch, 
Equal House, or other house styles can ex¬ 
periment with the technique, perhaps trying 
some personal research while reflecting 
upon how past relationships have unfolded. 

When angular houses (first, fourth, sev¬ 
enth, and tenth) are involved, the rela¬ 
tionship can be demanding. Accomplish¬ 
ment, tension, and progress are issues. 
The succeedent houses (second, fifth, 
eighth, eleventh) seem to be calmer and 
easier. They emphasize working with what 
is available; mutual needs and support 
are addressed. The cadent houses (third, 
sixth, ninth, and twelfth) are more subtle; 
a spiritual and fated energy can bring the 
people together for a time, but lacking oth¬ 
er strong ties between the horoscopes, 
they will drift away, eventually growing 
apart. The cadent links will tend to be less 
dependable and substantial than the suc¬ 
ceedent and angular ones. 

The Sun-Sign, the familiar birth sign 
that everyone knows, shows where an ac¬ 
quaintance will shine, how they will illu¬ 
minate the world. The Sun-Sign is the ego,

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the identity and life force. Combined with 
knowledge of the degrees on each house 
cusp, it’s easy to get immediate and ac¬ 
curate information about how the various 
people who pass through your life will af¬ 
fect you. 

Here is a guide showing, just by know¬ 
ing the month and date of birth, and con¬ 
sidering your own twelve house cusps, 
what can be expected from all of those 
who touch your life. 

THE FIRST HOUSE 

When the Sun-Sign of someone acti¬ 
vates the first house of another, the 
mood is competitive. Egos come into 
play; acceptance and self confidence are 
a must. Show appreciation and respect, 
but avoid revealing vulnerabilities in the 
initial stages of the relationship. In a pos¬ 
itive compatibility, this tie is encouraging 
and adventurous. Appearances and per¬ 
sonal dignity are important. Much can be 
learned if power struggles don't ensue. If 
they do, it T s best to separate and not be¬ 
labor the situation. The relationship can 
be pivotal. 

THE SECOND HOUSE 

Some of the warmest and most posi¬ 
tive relationships will be formed with 
those who have the Sun in your second 
house. There is a helpful and hopeful 
mood created. It is supportive in every 
way. Useful possessions, perhaps as 
gifts, can come through the second-house 
person’s presence. This is someone who 
can be instrumental in helping you devel¬ 
op saleable job skills or an enhanced 
standard of living. Your ambitions can be¬ 
come a reality as a result. The associa¬ 
tion can favor physical intimacy, too. 

THE THIRD HOUSE 

Information is exchanged and knowl¬ 
edge acquired. A neighborly or sisterly- 
brotherly mood prevails and there can be 
a congenial mental rapport. Work and 
study projects can be completed togeth¬ 
er. It’s a little chatty, though. Be careful 


not to reveal information you don’t care 
to have broadcasted and shared with oth¬ 
ers, This relationship is useful for a while 
but eventually peters out. Often it’s a sit¬ 
uation you will outgrow as time passes, 
but it does tend to move you forward. 

THE FOURTH HOUSE 

Expect a parent-child quality, usually well 
intentioned, to develop. Those with the Sun 
in your fourth house can be more than a 
little bossy and controlling. They project a 
know-it-all attitude and try to decide what 
is best for you, Keep plans you don’t want 
meddled with quiet. A sense of duty or 
obligation can touch this relationship. Fam¬ 
ily heritage and formative years can be an 
issue. Arguments can ensue if there is a 
desire to break with established prece¬ 
dents; the relationship might prove to be 
too conservative and restrictive, 

THE FIFTH HOUSE 

Let the good times roll. There is a joyful 
quality present when sharing time with one 
whose Sun is in your fifth house. Creativi¬ 
ty abounds and dreams are discussed. The 
inner child surfaces and the mood is play¬ 
ful. Restrictions and obligations are 
pushed into the background, Watch out for 
excessive risk taking, though. Don’t get too 
sidetracked from taking care of important 
business. A shared hobby, sport, or other 
leisure-time activity can be a part of the 
bond you feel with this person. It tends to 
be very romantic, but ephemeral; like a 
summer fling. 

THE SIXTH HOUSE 

Often this is a transitory relationship. 
A purpose is fulfilled or a service provid¬ 
ed, then you both move on. There ts a 
businesslike sense of give-and-take. A 
good health-care provider, gardener, or 
technician who expects monetary com¬ 
pensation can have the Sun in your sixth 
house. The mood tends to be practical 
and rather formal with a goal in mind. The 
satisfaction comes through a duty fulfilled 
or a task well done. 
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THE SEVENTH HOUSE 

Often the seventh-house person will be¬ 
come a marriage or business partner. This 
is someone with the potential to be very im¬ 
portant somehow, meeting a central focus in 
your life. Cooperation is important, though. 
If a challenging element arises and negativ¬ 
ity appears, this can evolve info animosity 
and the presence of an open adversary. De¬ 
termine whether there are shared ethics and 
a sense of balance before getting too in¬ 
volved, A wholesome balance of power is a 
must. Humor and perspective help bring out 
the brightest and best of this association. 

THE EIGHTH HOUSE 

This is a volatile relationship, with ele¬ 
ments of secrecy and innuendo. An intimate 
physical involvement might best be avoid¬ 
ed . This is someone who knows you well, 
better than you know yourself perhaps. 
Here is a person who can change the 
course of your life forever, for good or ill. 
However, those who have the Sun in your 
eighth house can be hard for you to truly 
understand. This can be a karmic or past- 
life tie with a sense of destiny. Be thought¬ 
ful and conservative if finances and invest¬ 
ments are involved, There can be shared 
ancestry or an interest in the spirit world. 

THE NINTH HOUSE 

This, like the second-house tie, is of¬ 
ten one of the most beneficial. Those with 
the Sun in your ninth house tend to be¬ 
lieve in and encourage you. A sense of 
broader vision, release from the past, and 
the unlocking of greater potentials can re¬ 
sult from this association. Often an envi¬ 
ronment of higher learning, enjoyable trav¬ 
els, or introduction to another culture sets 
the backdrop for this tie. Sharing expand¬ 
ed consciousness through worship and 
meditation can be mutually satisfying. The 
mood of the relationship carries you on¬ 
ward and upward but can fade into the 
background overtime. 

THE TENTH HOUSE 

Recognition, increased effort, and ful¬ 


fillment of responsibilities set the pace. 
With someone whose Sun falls In your 
tenth house, a struggle for leadership and 
authority can prevail. Demands are made, 
as expectations are high. There can be 
major breakthrough accomplishments, but 
considerable stress as well. Worldly ad¬ 
vancement and earning power take center 
stage. This is someone who can make 
your private life highly visible. Discretion 
in revealing vulnerabilities is a must. 

THE ELEVENTH HOUSE 

A sense of friendship and camaraderie 
comes easily with those who have the Sun 
in your eleventh house. Personal ambitions 
can fade as a sense of teamwork or mem¬ 
bership within a group or social circle is 
emphasized. Involvement in community 
projects or humanitarian missions can set 
the pace for this relationship. An aware¬ 
ness of the needs of others and situations 
unfolding that impact the quality of life for 
all is heightened. There is a sense of the 
ego being absorbed by external factors and 
the direction being taken by a group or 
some kind of organization. 

THE TWELFTH HOUSE 

A sense of emptiness, a let down when 
you feel the person is needed most, is 
possible when encountering someone 
with the Sun in your twelfth house. Ex¬ 
pectations for a better future are present, 
but fulfilling these is elusive and can be 
disappointing. The appearance of some¬ 
one with the Sun in your twelfth house can 
be linked to fulfilling past-life karma that 
is somehow depressing. It's best to con¬ 
sider carefully before entering into an in¬ 
timate involvement. When negative, those 
with the Sun in your twelfth house can be¬ 
come a secret enemy, undermining your 
efforts and bringing a sense of betrayal. 
This tie is otherworldly. Keep it idealistic 
and spiritual for the best result

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There will be a So/ar Ec/ipse on 
March 20 and a Lunar Ec/ipse 
on April 4. Solar Eclipses begin 
to exert an effect up to three 
months in advance of their oc¬ 
currenceand Lunar Eclipses 
can have an effect for six 
weeks before and after their 
occurrence. An analysis of both 
of these ec/ipses began in last 
month's column . We will con¬ 
tinue it here . 


There are three basic approaches to 
eclipse analysis. First, we can examine 
the Saros and Metonlc cycles to which the 
current eclipses belong; this is the ap¬ 
proach we took last month for the start of 
our analysts. Second, we can look to the 
path of the eclipse and its associated As- 
tro*Carto*Graphy (ACG) map; this con¬ 
sists of superimposing both on one map 
and noting where the path cuts through 
ACG lines. Third, we can scan databases 
of charts for countries, world leaders, and 
mundane events to see which horoscopes 
the current eclipses are energizing. It is 
the third method that we are going to em¬ 
ploy here. The key to successful eclipse 


analysis, however, lies in blending this trio 
of approaches to arrive at real-world con¬ 
clusions. 

Afghanistan (July 17,1973) pops up in 
the eclipse scan. Not only is this country’s 
chart eclipse-marked, but other Afghan 
mundane charts come into play. The 
March Solar Eclipse opposes 
Afghanistan’s Pluto and squares its Sat¬ 
urn, It also lies on the country's Sun/Nep¬ 
tune midpoint and Uranus/Kronos mid¬ 
point. This suggests the dissolution of 
leadership under unclear circumstances, 
The second midpoint, in particular, sug¬ 
gests a sudden change in leadership. 

The April Lunar Eclipse is conjunct 
Afghanistan's Uranus and opposes its 
Mars. In the Lunar Eclipse chart itself, the 
eclipse is conjunct the Uranian planet 
Zeus and opposes Uranus. This electric, 
explosive, and volatile combination sug¬ 
gests an outbreak of violence. Looking 
back in history. Great Britain granted 
Afghanistan independence with the 
armistice that was declared on August 8, 
1919, which led to full recognition of in¬ 
dependence on August 19 of that year. 
The Solar Eclipse is conjunct Flades at 
28* Pisces in the chart for the armistice, 
This suggests a violent atrocity or terror 
attack. 

Here is another historical chart that is 
ignited by the eclipse: on December 24, 
1979, with the Sun at 1 "37’ Capricorn, 
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the USSR invaded Afghanistan, The March 
Solar Eclipse will square this degree. 
Additionally, the March Solar Eclipse 
squares the natal Sun of President Karzai 
(December 24, 1957) at T Capricorn and 
the Sun (0*30’ Capricorn) in the chart set 
for when he became acting president (De¬ 
cember 22, 2001), His natal Sun con¬ 
nects with his Mars/Neptune midpoint, 
The Lunar Eclipse equals his natal Mars. 
Uranus equals his Pluto and Mars. This 
suggests his overthrow.

Before continuing, I must take a time¬ 
out from eclipse analysis to present the 
latest Mars Cycle chart. This is a horo¬ 
scope cast for the moment Mars passes 
from south to north declination, a method 
derived from C. C. Zane's book Mundane 
Astrology. I have analyzed the ACG maps 
of these horoscopes going back more 
than one hundred years. The position of 
the Mars line on an ACG map points to ar- 
eas of conflict. Readers may recall that a 
Mars line ran north/south just off the east 
coast of Japan in 2013 and that about a 
month prior to the chart becoming effec¬ 
tive, a tsunami hit the country and en¬ 
gulfed its nuclear reactors. 

The condition of Mars In this current 
chart is fortunately not as afflicted as it 
was in the last few charts where Mars was 
conjunct Uranus, The 2015 Mars Cycle 
chart is set for February 21, 5:29 PM. 
E.S.T., at Washington, D.C, We see that 
Venus conjunct Mars softens the effect of 
the Red Planet, Mars is on the 1C running 
through Iran and near Tehran. The line 
runs north through central Russia and 
south through Abu Dhabi. Mars is on the 
MC just off the U.S. West Coast, near San 
Francisco, and also brushes Vancouver. 
Mars is on the Ascendant in easternmost

Washington, D.C, 
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Brazil and on the Descendant through 
northern Japan and down through New 
Guinea and eastern Australia. 

Mars in this chart is at 1*29’ Aries and 
will be eclipsed next month. The April Lu¬ 
nar Eclipse will oppose the Moon at 14' 
Aries in the Mars Cycle chart. Thus, the 
Mars lines in the Cycle chart will be high¬ 
ly energized during the spring. 

The Mars Cycle chart points to Iran, 
and the eclipse energizes the chart of the 
Islamic People's Republic (April 1, 1979). 
The Lunar Eclipse will be on the national 
Pluto and opposite the national Sun. The 
eclipse is also on both the natal Sun/Plu¬ 
to and Saturn/Uranus midpoint, a most 
unstable axis. The activation of these 
axes symbolizes the development of a 
very unstable situation, creating a crisis 
for the leaders. The March Solar Eclipse 
is conjunct the 0" Aries Sun in the chart 
for the change of the national name from 
Persia to Iran (March 21,1935). The reli¬ 
gious and military leaders have enriched 
themselves, but the overall economy and 
the people have not benefited. Planetary 
pressure will likely manifest in a weak 
economy and public unrest, as well as 
pressure against Tehran's nuclear pro¬ 
gram. 

The United States and Iran ended diplo¬ 
matic ties on April 7, 1980. Although the 
countries no longer have formal relations, 
we can take this chart as representing 
ties between the two since that time. This 
chart has the Sun at 17" Aries and Pluto 
at 20" Libra, We thus see that the Lunar 
Eclipse will light up this chart. With tran¬ 
siting Uranus moving over its Sun and op¬ 
posing Pluto for the next few years, there 
is little likelihood of agreement between 
the two. In fact, the planets may indicate 
cyber-war or economic attacks. The West 
may launch another Stuxnet computer 
worm, as it did in 2010, or it may try to 
push oil prices down or destabilize the na¬ 
tional currency. 

This month's Full Moon occurs on the 
3rd at 6:09 PM. E.S.T. It lights up 14*48’ 


Leo. This lunation is at a degree area that 
semisquares the World Points at 0" of the 
cardinal signs. The March Solar Eclipse 
is close to 0" Aries, and this lunation is 
sesquiquadrate that degree. This lunation 
energizes the cardinal degrees that are 
already warming up as the eclipse nears. 
The Lunar Eclipse is three degrees from 
Jupiter at 18" Leo, which is trine Uranus 
in the ninth house of the chart for Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. This will favor relations with 
foreign countries, a much-needed relief. 
Uranus rules the seventh, so there most 
likely will be a breakthrough in foreign re¬ 
lations. 

This month's New Moon occurs on the 
18th at 6:47 PM. E.S.T. It occupies 
29*59’ Aquarius. In the horoscope for 
this New Moon, Mars is at 29° Pisces, 
the March Solar Eclipse degree, tying the 
lunation to the eclipse, as with the last 
chart. This adds a martial tone to the 
March Solar Eclipse. This lunation sits at 
the midpoint of the Uranus-Pluto square 
and is semisquare each with orbs of a de¬ 
gree or less. The lunation falls in the sixth 
house of the chart for Washington, D.C., 
and Uranus is in the eighth. Thus, there 
may be a crisis involving the military or 
unions and their finances, perhaps con¬ 
cerning pensions.

IT IS CERES' TURN 

Ceres stands out from the 12th through 
the 15th, as it squares Uranus and conjoins 
Pluto. We think of Ceres as being connected 
to mothering and related qualities, but let us 
also recall that this asteroid rules grains. It 
was part of a T square with Saturn and Nep¬ 
tune in the 1960s when the Great Salad Oil 
Swindle occurred* This major corporate scan¬ 
dal involved a company known as Allied 
Crude Vegetable Oil, whose bosses discov¬ 
ered that they could obtain loans based on 
the company's inventory of salad oil. Ships, 
supposedly filled with salad oil, would arrive 
at the docks. Inspectors would then confirm 
that the ships were full of oil, allowing the 
company to obtain millions in loans. In ac¬ 
tuality, however, the ships were filled mostly 
with water, with relatively little oil floating on 
top. When the company's deception came to 


light, one of the biggest casualties was Amer¬ 
ican Express; the company's stock dropped 
more than 50 percent, and it lost nearly $58 
million. With Uranus and Pluto ruling swift 
changes in financial position, we could see 
the failure of an agricultural concern. Ceres 
also rules productivity, so we might see a 
breakthrough of some disruptive technology.

Aries on the 22nd. Venus and Mars and 
the Sun and Neptune tie up in declination 
on the 23rd-24th.

The Sun and Moon are 
generally considered the 
two most important 
placements In the natal 
horoscope, and they 
are the first things an 
astrologer looks at 
when interpreting a 
chart. Almost every¬ 
one knows their Sun- 
Sign, and these days, with na¬ 
tal charts available at various websites, 
your Moon sign is also easy to find out. 
Books have been written about what the 
Moon means in the twelve signs, but very 
few consider the Sun and Moon together, 
working as a team in the horoscope. 

Wendell Perry has written up the 144 
possible Sun-Moon combinations in his 
self-published reference book Father Sun, 
Mother Moon. The title Is derived from the 
notion that the Sun and Moon do work as 
a team, like a father and mother who en¬ 
courage their child (the budding ego) to 
find his or her place in the world. The Sun 
is like a proud father who helps the child 
to take steps toward self-expression, prod¬ 
ding and encouraging all along the way. 


The Moon is like a worried mother, watch¬ 
ing out for obstacles and offering protec¬ 
tion and reassurance should the child 
stumble. 

The Sun side of the personality seeks 
praise, accomplishment, and self-reliance. 
The Moon uses emotional intelligence to 
seek and find security. The combination 
of the Sun and Moon is larger or more sig¬ 
nificant than each considered alone. The 
twelve chapters are arranged by Sun-Sign, 
with twelve sub-sections in each chapter 
according to the twelve Moon signs. Each 
chapter begins with descriptions of the 
pluses and minuses for each Sun-Sign, 
and then the Moon signs can bring out the 
best or worst of these tendencies. 

Consider the Sun in Libra. Individuals 
born with this placement have a talent for 
making life sweeter, more beautiful, and 
being attentive to other people's needs 
and interests. Yet they can also seem su¬ 
perficial, unemotional, and indecisive. 
These factors are all considered In the in¬ 
troduction to the Libra chapter. Then, what 
if the Moon is in passionate Aries? Each 
Sun-Moon pair gets four paragraphs of de¬ 
tailed descriptions, and in the Libra-Arles 
section, we find that the individual loves 
to argue and is intensely competitive. The 
contrary nature of the energetic Aries and 
charming Libra can lead to stress and im¬ 
patience. It's not an easy match. 

On the other hand, when the Libra 
Sun Is accompanied by a Gemini Moon, 
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the individual tends to be easygoing, 
persuasive, and idealistic. The Libra Sun 
and Capricorn Moon pairing Is another 
challenging situation: the ambition and 
hard work that accompanies a Capricorn 
Moon leaves little room for cultivating 
relationships, and that’s not good for a 
Libra Sun. 

For newcomers and professionals 


alike, Father Sun, Mother Moon is a great 
reference to get started in chart interpre¬ 
tation. Those who are just venturing be¬ 
yond Sun-Signs will be intrigued by how 
accurate the narrative becomes just by 
adding the Moon sign. In turn, this may 
lead to adding in additional planets, which 
will further modify or enhance the Sun and 
Moon placements.

tion. This happens 
once a year, around 
one’s birthday. And 
then there’s the Lu¬ 
nar Return, which occurs 
when the Moon comes back to its natal 
position. This is less frequently used, but 
it’s a potential way of monitoring and fore¬ 
casting events for the coming month. A 
third technique, relatively unknown, is to 
calculate a chart for when the transiting 
Moon conjoins the natal Sun. This is also 
a monthly chart and is known as a Solu- 
nar Return. 

Anne Vick used the technique of Sol- 
unar Returns in private sessions, work¬ 
shops, and presentations, and developed 
some expertise on the subject. Her book, 
Solunar Returns r is based on her last 
workshop in August 2005, given to an as- 
trologically savvy audience. Her husband 
Ted and collaborator Nelda Louise Tanner 
assembled and organized the charts and 


commentaries from that workshop in or¬ 
der to introduce this analytical tool to a 
broader audience. 

Much of the interpretive method is de¬ 
rived from horary astrology. Vick places 
in these charts eclipses, the Full and New 
Moon, the Vertex, and Antiseia. Many Ara¬ 
bic Parts are also considered, including 
the Parts of Death, Surgery, Assassina¬ 
tion, Catastrophe, Marriage, and Divorce. 
Of course, it’s possible to calculate the 
monthly solunar by hand, but using cal¬ 
culation software is far easier and less 
prone to mistakes. The author shows how 
to calculate the solunar using three pop¬ 
ular programs: SoiarFire Gold, Kepler (Sir¬ 
ius 1.1), and Matrix (WinStar 4.0), 

One analyzes the solunar by making a 
bi-wheel, with the solunar on the inner 
wheel and the natal chart on the outer 
wheel. This order runs contrary to com¬ 
mon practice, but the logic is impeccable. 
As explained in the closing notes, she 
puts the natal chart on the outside in or¬ 
der to know what house to focus on. “If 
I used my natal chart in the center, then 
every month I would have the same 
house being aspected because the Sun 
would always come to the same place.” 
So the emphasis is on the monthly 
changes. 

In the case of Michael Jackson, the au¬ 
thor notes that two natal charts are pos¬ 
sible. We don’t have good birth data for 
the pop singer, so two rectifications are 
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explored. The author asks rhetorically, 
"With a solunar return, can we see which 
one more closely fits Michael?" She finds 
that both charts may work and comes to 
no definitive conclusion. However, Anne 
Vick died six months before Michael Jack- 
son, so she didn’t do the solunar preced¬ 
ing his death. Tanner, the book’s editor, 
has added the relevant solunars for 
Michael Jackson, and readers may make 
up their own minds about which natal 
chart is the correct one. 

When reading this book, it might be 


helpful to understand that the original au¬ 
dience was a room full of knowledgeable 
astrologers, located in Phoenix, Arizona. 
The important connections between the 
solunar and natal charts are listed, but 
not very often are they actually interpret¬ 
ed. For this reason, Solunar Returns is 
most appropriate for intermediate to ad¬ 
vanced astrologers. The technique is in¬ 
troduced, and one may become convinced 
of its usefulness. The door is open for fu¬ 
ture writers to expand on Anne Vick’s re¬ 
search. 


HOROSCOPE, THE ASTROLOGY 
MURDERS

Before she died in 
2008, Georgia Frontiere 
had several offers to 
write her autobiogra¬ 
phy. And why not? As 
the first female owner 
of a National Football 
League team, a 
prominent philan¬ 
thropist, and one of 
the first TV talk-show hosts, 
she had a great story to tell. She began 
her illustrious career as a singer and 
toured with Bob Hope and other major en¬ 
tertainers. She declined to write her own 
story, but, unknown to everyone but her 
closest confidants, she had begun writ¬ 
ing a whodunit thriller. Each murder was 
somehow connected to the famous as¬ 
trologer Dr. Kelly Elizabeth York. 

Unfortunately, Frontiere died before the 
book was completed, but she had fash¬ 
ioned enough of a manuscript to see the 


job through. Her children enlisted the aid 
of a family friend, Mark Bruce Rosin, who 
edited and shaped the manuscript. Horo¬ 
scope, the Astrology Murders is now pub¬ 
lished; it’s a fascinating tale and has al¬ 
ready received high praise. On the back 
cover, two quotes help frame the interest 
around this novel. 

One Is from the actress Sela Ward, 
who writes, “I was quickly caught up in 
the suspense of Horoscope , The charac¬ 
ters are well crafted and compellingly 
real, it’s a fun murder mystery. A great 
read!" The other quote is from John 
Shaw, the former owner of the Los Ange¬ 
les Rams: "Who knew Georgia could write 
such a powerful thriller?” 

Like other astrology mysteries, the 
hero in this story is an accomplished as¬ 
trologer. She’s a psychologist, knows her 
Jung, and has a thriving practice. And like 
other astrology novels, a few characters 
are incredulous about the celestial 
art/sclence but eventually become con¬ 
vinced through the astrologer’s trenchant 
insights. Actual astrological descriptions 
are sprinkled throughout the book, which 
makes it more interesting to readers who 
know some astrology beyond the Sun- 
Signs. The most important transits hap- 
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pening to Dr. York (Kelly) is that transiting 
Pfuto is conjunct her Mars at the same 
time that transiting Mars is squaring her 
Pluto. The astrologically savvy needn’t be 
reminded that under these conditions, the 
astrologer herself is in danger. 

Unlike other astrology mysteries, the 
hero of this tale has one major flaw. She 
has agoraphobia: she's afraid to leave 
her house. And, of course, that makes 
her an easy target for the murderer, who 
has somehow managed to set up four 
cams around the house. He makes 
threatening phone calls to her, somehow 
knowing that she’s afraid to leave her 
house. The FBI Is called in since the four 
astrology-related murders cross state 
lines. How do we know that the murders 
are astrology-related? Each victim has 
been raped! before being murdered, and 
then her astrology signed carved into her 
thigh with a sharp knife. 

Yes, it's gruesome, at least the brief 
chapters in which the four victims are 
done In. But the remaining chapters al¬ 
ternate between building the characters 
surrounding Kelly and the cat-and-mouse 
game between the killer and the investi¬ 
gators. With the exception of Kelly’s son 
and the policeman on the case. Detective 
Mike Stevens, all the men in this novel 
are suspect. The women draw together 
and help each other. The women have 
been betrayed by men, with the most 
poignant betrayal happening to Sarah, Kel¬ 
ly's longtime friend and personal secre¬ 
tary. Sarah gets jilted by her famous opera 
singer boyfriend. And Kelly married a foot¬ 
ball player who eventually cheated on her, 
so they divorced. 

In these vignettes, we’re reminded of 
the author's personal history. The author, 
Georgia Frontiere, was married five times, 
with her fifth husband being the owner of 
the Los Angeles Rams. When he died, 
Georgia inherited the team. Georgia start¬ 
ed out in life with aspirations of being a 
great opera singer. Similarly, in real life, 
Georgia had close family connections, 
and in the book, we see this kind of inti¬ 


mate trust and sharing. She read ex¬ 
cerpts from this book to her son and 
daughter over the phone or at dinner in 
the years before she died. And she had 
great interests in astrology, psychology, 
and helping others—all of which shine 
through in the lead character, Dr. Kelly 
Elizabeth York. 

About halfway through Horoscope , the 
Astrology Murders, the reader is already 
aware of the main suspects. Chris Palmer, 
a photographer, is one of them. He's de¬ 
veloped a personal interest In the as¬ 
trologer, who is 41 and still as shapely as 
she was in college. They have one date, 
which happens to be the same night that 
her fireplace gets plugged up and ruins 
much of the interior of her living room. 
Workers are hired! to make repairs, and it’s 
under this guise that the surveillance 
equipment is installed so the killer can 
monitor Kelly’s every move and hear her 
every word. He’s stalking her. 

Evidently, the reason the astrologer is 
being targeted is because she advised a 
female client to break up with her hus¬ 
band or boyfriend. The killer is that hus¬ 
band or boyfriend, and he wants revenge. 
The previous four murder victims were all 
single women seeking romance from an 
astrologer named Antiochus, who adver¬ 
tised himself using the same phrase as 
Kelly York: an Intuitive Astrologer. 

Kelly’s task Is to go through all her files 
and find that woman who has a crazy 
lover. In the end, she identifies the man. 
Astrology solves the case, and everyone 
is happy. But there are still several chap¬ 
ters left in the book. The detectives leave 
her house since they are no longer need¬ 
ed. The phone rings. Kelly answers, and 
the voice whispers "So you don't have a 
monitor on your phone anymore . .

THE TRANSITS OF PLUTO: 

TRANSMUTE OR DIE! 

Abundance on all levels and on 
all planes of consciousness is the 
natural order. Obsessive attach¬ 
ment either to abundance or its 
lack is unnatural and creates 
chaos . A developed personality, 
one that is usable for the work 
of healing and service, requires 
an acquired attitude of loving 
detachment . We must therefore 
wor/c to "watch our movie" (be¬ 
cause, whether consciously or 
unconsciously, we are writing 
and producing the script) and 
not just be starring in the film . 
The ability to "witness our¬ 
selves "—which is not to be con¬ 
fused with judging ourselves —is 


a very important step in actual¬ 
izing our Saul's potent/a/ to ex¬ 
ternalize in the outer world . I am 
here speafcing about an actuali¬ 
ty . The externa/izat/on of the 
Soul is not a theory .

The title of this month’s article is rather 
intense, in addition to containing a pow¬ 
erful pair of synonyms. The intensity 
comes from the fact that no matter what 
kind of contact we have with The Lord of 
Hades, be it a transiting trine or station¬ 
ary conjunction, the effects of Pluto are 
just that—intense! Pluto may be billions 
of miles away and rather tiny as planets 
go. (In fact, he has been "demoted" from 
planet to planetoid—an overgrown aster¬ 
oid—in some astronomical circles.) But 
Pluto is mighty in his effects and should 
never, ever be underestimated by the as¬ 
trology student. I was also contemplating 
an alternative title for this piece. This 
was, "The Transits of Pluto: An Offer You 
Can t Refuse." Now if the reader sees any 
link between my choice of titles and the 
mafia, you would be right. Pluto does in¬ 
deed rule the mafia as well as any “un¬ 
derground” group of gangsters, mobsters, 
or terrorists (and in the case of the latter, 
those "religious" terror groups also have 
a lot to do with the combination of Mars 
and Neptune). 

As for the synonyms in my title: “trans¬ 
mute or die." These words, given out in a 
metaphysical context, mean pretty much 
the same thing. The soul-centered as¬ 
trologer sees death as only a change or 
mutation of form. In this respect, death 
occurs repeatedly and forever as univers¬ 
es as well as people are born, live a cer¬ 
tain lifespan, and then die, only to rein¬ 
carnate in yet another form. So death, in 
effect—and this is a very important con¬ 
cept to grasp if we are to understand the 
transits of Pluto—is but a change of form, 
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and form itself is the result of the rate of 
vibration of matter 

In soul-centered astrology we also con¬ 
sider matter on three levels: the physical, 
the emotional, and the mental. Some 
thing may physically die: a chair breaks 
apart, it is therefore no longer a chair. Un¬ 
less repaired and reassembled and thus 
reincarnated, the original chair has effec¬ 
tively died. In its place is a chaotic pile of 
wood, stuffing, and upholstery. 

An emotion can die: you fall out of love 
with your soon-to-be ex-lover and try to 
reincarnate the relationship as a friend¬ 
ship, but the original feeling and the re¬ 
lationship that emerged from it have also 
effectively died. 

A thought-form can die: you hold a par¬ 
ticular allegiance to a political party and 
its candidates, but an inner change oc¬ 
curs in your way of thinking and you break 
your party membership. You may seek to 
reincarnate your political views and join a 
more appropriate party, but your original 
way of thinking that had motivated you to 
participate in a certain form of political 
action has, for all practical purposes, 
died. 

All of the above death-and-reincarna- 
tion processes are plutonic in effect. As 
for the other synonym in my title, trans¬ 
mute, the same holds true. Transmutation 
is death of a previous form, thus permit¬ 
ting (evolutionary) change to occur. "Die!" 
on the other hand, is, of course, "death,” 
but it has a sense of finality, without any 
hope of redemptive reincarnation at work. 
Yet even with the finality of "Die!" the plu¬ 
tonic process is still ever at work. I think 
the only real difference between these 
terms, from a “practical,” esoteric per¬ 
spective, is that when we transmute we 
opt for conscious choice and cooperation 
in the process. This requires a certain bit 
of yielding to Pluto when he transits and 
knocks at our planetary door. When we let 
go and give ourselves up to this process, 
we will experience loss; there is no doubt 
of that. Loss is part of the Pluto process. 
However, I have really learned over these 


many years on this planet that the giving 
up of the lesser will always produce the 
incarnation of the greater. It may not hap¬ 
pen instantaneously, but it does happen. 
The Grace, if you will, is in how we give up 
what is being taken away from us. It is in 
the taking away that we have no choice; 
the choice is in how we let the object, feel¬ 
ing, thought, or him or her go. 

The transits of Pluto: 

Three general comments. 

1. These transits take a relatively long 
time. There is an average minimum of two 
years for every Pluto transit. This time can 
be extended if the transit Pluto is making 
is a multiple or complex one. Example: na¬ 
tal Moon at 14' Taurus, natal Sun at 16* 
Capricorn, and natal Mars at IS" Cancer. 
Pluto will take nearly four years to transit 
these degrees—i.e., 14*-18 n Capricorn. 
And if we add a degree approaching and 
about half a degree separating, we have 
just added several additional months to 
these piutonic effects on a person’s life. 

2. These transits have very profound 
consequences. In the case of transits 
from the faster-moving planets such as 
Mercury, Mars, and Venus, they make fre¬ 
quent and multiple transiting aspects to 
one’s natal chart, but in the case of Plu¬ 
to, you get only a "one-time shot.” It takes 
Pluto some 248 years to go the 360" dis¬ 
tance around your personal wheel. This 
means it will conjoin, sextile, square, and 
trine a place in your horoscope once and 
only once. Yes, it goes back and forth over 
a planet or point several times in a single 
transit series, but you only get one of 
these series in a lifetime. My only appre¬ 
hension whenever I see Pluto aspects ap¬ 
proaching in my life—be they easy or hard 
aspects—is that I won’t be able to learn 
the lesson of these very intense and "fi¬ 
nalizing" aspects. 

3. Through its transmutations and 
deaths, Pluto closes certain doors and 
then opens others. Here we can see the 
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major difference between the effects of 
Pluto and its lower octave, Mars, with 
whom It shares rulership over Scorpio. 
Mars is the gun and the anger in the heart 
of the man or woman who uses it. 
Mars/Ares is a very simple guy who says, 
in effect, “Bang, bang! You’re dead!" Plu¬ 
to then picks up from where Mars left off 
and pronounces: “Yes, you are indeed 
dead, but I will take you through a portal 
that can restore you to immortality. This 
can be in Hades or in Heaven. How you 
are reborn into either of these places (for 
there are levels of being in each of these 
domiciles) depends on the Path that your 
life choices and karma have brought you." 

I remind the reader that both Hades and 
Heaven are also found on Earth. 

Pluto/Sun: The very nature of our per¬ 
sonal identity is profoundly touched and 
conditioned when Pluto makes a major 
transiting aspect to our natal Sun. Plu¬ 
to/Sun transits also have a great deal to 
do with the quality of our creativity, either 
raising it up or bringing in some highly de¬ 
structive dynamics that complicate our life 
and its creative processes. At the current 
time, Pluto is in Capricorn. This especial¬ 
ly affects people with the Sun in the car¬ 
dinal signs (Aries, Cancer, Libra, Capri¬ 
corn). A key word of cardinality is 
“motivation.” Pluto in aspect to cardinal 
Suns will thus challenge the quality of mo¬ 
tivation in relationships for Libra; chal¬ 
lenge what the motivation for personal se¬ 
curity is for Cancer; help strengthen or 
destroy the motivation for success and 
achievement in the life of Capricorn; and 
challenge personal motivation for creative 
self-expression for Aries, in all cases, the 
“sense of self" is being transmuted and 
the test will be, “is this an upward or 
downward turn of my evolutionary cycle?” 
For Taurus, Cancer, Virgo, Pisces, and es¬ 
pecially Scorpio, the sextiles and trines of 
Pluto in Capricorn to these Suns can be 
quite developmental^ positive. In all cas¬ 
es, in all transits of Pluto, there will be 
loss (which is often a very positive thing). 


Pluto/Moon: Pluto's transiting contacts 
to the natal Moon bring up the underworld 
of our subconscious emotional lives. Feel¬ 
ings that have been either suppressed or 
forgotten come to the surface of memory 
through our relationships, our dreams, or 
our internal rneanderings and cogitations. 
Difficult aspects from transiting Pluto to 
the Moon from mid 2012 to early 2016 
have been and continue to be complicat¬ 
ed by the presence of Uranus. This will 
cause “houses to crash down” around us. 
False “house of cards” will be swept away 
by winds of truth that we cannot avoid ex¬ 
periencing. The strong and positive tran¬ 
sits to the Moon will be to the same signs 
mentioned above under Pluto/Sun. This 
can have a lot to do with letting go of old 
and outworn methods of self-protection 
and stimulate emotional maturation. 

Pluto/Mercury: As a rather mental per¬ 
son, ! very much appreciate the positive 
contacts between the Lord of the Under¬ 
world and the planetary Messenger. These 
transits allow us to deepen our under¬ 
standing of the area in life where Mercury 
sits in the natal map (S.e., its house posi¬ 
tion). These transits also make what was 
previously unknown or kept secret from us 
come out of the shadows of ignorance. 
Challenging transits between these two 
planets give obsessive thoughts and sus¬ 
picious minds—and definitely some 
headaches! Lesson: Objectify thought so 
you can see and separate the true from the 
false messages you are giving to yourself. 

Pluto/Venus: The underworld of wealth 
is found in mines. Positive transits of Plu¬ 
to to natal Venus reveal hidden riches 
found in the attics, mines, and store¬ 
houses of our life. This description can be 
taken literally, insofar as going into our 
storage closets, garages, and attics is 
concerned, in order to fish out what is re¬ 
ally valuable or to find those items that 
need to die a decent death and have a 
proper burial. As this is a great time to re¬ 
generate resources, if you have not seen 
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it, used it, or missed it, you would do well 
to sell it, toss it, or just give it away. Venus 
is very happy when she is involved in the 
Law of Circulation. This “selling or toss¬ 
ing" process may also be applied to rela¬ 
tionships that sap energy rather than give 
it. You may be the “sapper." If that is the 
case, this is a wonderful time to learn or 
relearn relationship skills. 

Pluto/Mars: This is a very powerful 
combination. If you have been waiting for 
enough strength to blow up a mountain 
(or leave your job, your relationship, or 
your religion), a powerfully positive Pluto 
transit to Mars will allow you to do this. 
As I mentioned, this is not a swift and 
quick aspect, so expect the transiting 
trine from Pluto to your natal Mars to al¬ 
low you to build the courage to Inflict a 
“righteous death" on the situation that 
needs a proper burial. Challenging as¬ 
pects from Pluto to Mars will impede or 
otherwise bring frustration to the “trans¬ 
mute or die" situations in your life. Ten¬ 
sions will rise to the point that you will 
have no doubt about whom or what you 
have to leave. Helpful hint: Difficult Plu¬ 
to/Mars aspects are very stressful. Take 
up a martial art, go to the gym on a more 
regular basis, run and do aerobics; you 
will need to circulate your energy so as 
not to get stuffed to the bursting point. 

Pluto/Jupiter: This combination of plan¬ 
etary forces has a lot to do with the chal¬ 
lenge to, and the need to, transform one’s 
belief system. This can occur from some¬ 
one in the family breaking away from the 
religion you follow (transiting Pluto In 
Capricorn opposing natal Jupiter in Can¬ 
cer), thus challenging your faith. The pos¬ 
sibility may also appear that you need to 
explore a new belief system yourself (tran¬ 
siting Pluto in Capricorn square to your na¬ 
tal Jupiter in Aries). Transiting Pluto trine 
your natal Jupiter In Taurus or Virgo can 
bring greater financial worth into your life 
through the application of your beliefs in 
a practical way (Jupiter In Taurus) or ben¬ 


efits come to you from job opportunities 
(Jupiter in Virgo). 

Pluto/Saturn: One of the most chal¬ 
lenging aspects is the square or opposi¬ 
tion to natal Saturn from transiting Pluto. 
Such transits create very intense conflicts 
with authority figures (especially and in¬ 
cluding parents if the opposition is from 
Capricorn to Saturn in Cancer), corpora¬ 
tions, bosses, governments, banks, po¬ 
lice, etc. Internally, there is the need to 
break with an oppressive power structure. 
The conjunction of Pluto to Saturn In 
Capricorn is especially challenging, as the 
power structure against which we are re¬ 
belling is the one we created ourselves! 
The positive dynamics between these two 
planets when in transit speak about the 
acquiring of more self-discipline and re¬ 
sponsibility, plus the positive power to 
handle these situations. This transit also 
speaks about either the Improvement or 
replacement of a previous structure of 
“law and order” in our lives, and when 
positive (sextile or trine), that adaptation 
to this New Order of our Personal Universe 
Is far easier to accomplish than when the 
hard aspects are involved. 

Pluto/Uranus; Pluto by transit in easy 
aspect to Uranus allows us to understand 
and incorporate the “language of the fu¬ 
ture” into our lives. It is difficult some¬ 
times to recognize the messages that 
youth are trying to give to their elders. The 
times when transiting Pluto is sextile or 
trine your natal Uranus is the time when 
you can appreciate these trans-genera- 
tional voices. Conversely, transiting Pluto 
square or opposing natal Uranus will bring 
about social conflicts as Piuto/Uranus 
seeks for us to transcend generational 
separations. 

Pluto/Neptune: When in 1973-74 tran¬ 
siting Pluto was conjoined my natal Nep¬ 
tune at 3° Libra, It was also passing over 
the position of Neptune in the lives of all 
of my contemporaries (or would soon be 
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doing so in 1975-76). This meant that all 
of us born in the mid 1940s (a huge mass 
of Flower Power Kids) were coming into the 
realization of our own destinies within that 
group. In effect, the “piercing of the Nep¬ 
tunian veil” was occurring, allowing those 
of us who could see a vision into our own 
(spiritual) direction. For the majority of peo¬ 
ple, transiting Pluto to natal Neptune chal¬ 
lenges the status quo of personal illusions, 
opening those with the ability to objectify 
the process to the deeper meanings that 
lie behind external events. It is a great 
blessing for spiritual grown if one can take 
advantage of it. If one is not sensitive to 
these great subtleties, then I think transit¬ 
ing Pluto to natal Neptune only increases 
the depth of personal dreaming. 

Please note: Pluto is currently animat¬ 
ing the “generational call” of all people 
born between 1990 and 1995. We saw 
this generational voice come forth in Sep¬ 
tember and October 2014 when young 
people stood their ground in Hong Kong. 
We have also been witnessing their cok 
lective spirit at work when protesting the 
current world climatic conditions. From 
2018 to 2020, transiting Pluto will be 
crossing the exact Uranus-Neptune con¬ 
junction at 18^19* Capricorn. This is in 
the charts of all young people born in 
1993 and 1994. They are 21 and 22 
years old now, in 2015, and in 2018-20 
they will be 24 to 27 years old. It is at 
that time that this huge group will be re¬ 
ceiving the transit of Pluto to their Uranus- 
Neptune conjunction in Capricorn and will 
emerge with a very loud generational 
voice. Please keep in mind that all these 
youngsters have their natal Pluto in Scor¬ 
pio sextile their natal Uranus and Pluto; 
transiting Pluto will thus be in sextile to 
its own place at the same time, (Please 
see the following paragraph.) One more 
observation: A lot of these 1993 kids 
have Saturn in Aquarius square Pluto in 
their natal chart. They will not stand by 
and watch collective authority structures 
rule their lives without a struggle. 


Pluto/Pluto: Pluto transiting its own 
place in the natal chart brings its nature 
to the fore of life depending on the as¬ 
pect. For example, as pointed out in the 
paragraph above, in 2018-20 transiting 
Pluto will be sextile its own place in the 
charts of those born in 1993-94. What is 
its natal placement for that group? It is in 
Scorpio sextile the Uranus-Neptune con¬ 
junction in Capricorn and also simultane¬ 
ously squares natal Saturn. The transit¬ 
ing sextile of Pluto in Capricorn will 
awaken all of these natal potentials and 
will bring the voice of this generation out 
in fullness. One of the songs this group 
will sing is, “Hey authority figures! Do not 
screw up our future!" As they will be in 
their mid twenties, many of them will be 
creating social movements and organiza¬ 
tions to this end, while millions more will 
be joining them and there will be a call to 
collective action. It should be pointed out, 
however, that a huge number of people in 
this generation will take comfort and se¬ 
curity in another form of collectivization— 
conforming to the status quo and doing 
what they are told in return for material 
security. This will especially be the case 
in China and North Korea as well as in the 
Arab states.

No single outcome is preordained during transits * You can avoid many unpleasant events 
by getting to know the planets and aspects involved and looking for ways to use their en¬ 
ergies constructively If you give the energy a place to go and open yourself to w hat a tran¬ 
sit has to offer ; you fink up with the universe's creative power.

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YOUR LUCKY ZODIACAL NUMBERS 

Here are your lucky numbers for each day of the month. The numbers can be used as they are or 
rearranged and used equally well. For example, take the lucky number for Aquarius on February 6, which 
is 786. This number can be used as 687 or 876 so long as the total value remains 3 (7 + 8 + 6 - 21; 
2 + 1 = 3). However, the number is numerically and astrologically correct as it is given. The same expla¬ 
nation applies to all of the signs. The three digits listed under Aquarius as the '"sign number" give the 
basic vibrations for the sign itself. These digits total up to 7 (3 -f 0 + 4 = 7), which is the first digit list¬ 
ed of the three numbers for the day. The second digit is derived by noting the house of the solar chart 
in which the Moon is transiting during that day. For Aquarius, the Moon in Virgo is transiting their eighth 
house on the 6th; this has a value of 8 and is the second digit listed. The last digit is obtained by not¬ 
ing the planetary day ruler and the number vibration for that ruler. February 6 is a Friday, ruled by Venus, 
which has a vibration of 6. The combination of these numerical vibrations gives 786 as the lucky num¬ 
ber for Aquarius on February 6. The same method for selection of daily numbers is used for the other 
eleven signs. One or two numbers can be derived from the lucky number for any particular day. For 
instance, the lucky number for Aquarius on February 25 is 755. The single digits added together total 
17, which can be used if two numbers are desired, or 17 can be reduced to 8 if one number is desired. 
Note: On days when the Moon is changing signs—indicated by *—check the "Self-Guidance Chart" for 
the time it enters another sign and make the necessary adjustment in the second digit. The sign 
changes are set for E.S.T. In other time zones, the change may occur on the day previous to the one 
indicated here. In this case, two adjustments must be made—one for the house position of the Moon 
(second digit) and the other for the number vibration of the day ruler (third digit). Good luck.

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Your Personality Core 

Which Planet Rises First in Your Chart?

/n a sem/na/ article by James R. Gross in the April 1978 issue of 
Dell HOROSCOPE, the technique of the Personality Core was ex¬ 
plained. The Personality Core describes how people pattern their 
everyday behavior (particularly their relationships) based upon the 
order of rising on the birthday of the Sun, Mercury, and Venus. 
The one of these three that rises first (i.e., is clockwise from the 
others or behind the others in the zodiac) is termed the leading 
planet ; the one that r/ses last (i.e., is counterclockwise from the 
others or ahead of the others in the zodiac) is termed the trailing 
planet; and the body in the middle is termed the central planet. 
This gives rise to six possible Personality Core types:

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If Mercury is oriental, rising before the 
Sun in the east (Types 3, 5, and 6), then 
the native's attitude is said to be eager; 
whereas if Mercury is occidental, setting 
after the Sun in the west (Types 1, 2, and 
4), then the native’s attitude is said to be 
certain. The difference here is in how peo- 
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pie categorize information, interpret It, 
and fit It into preconceived patterns, 
whether these be individualistic (eager) or 
conventional (certain). 

Certain natives have to be sure of 
themselves before they act—they need to 
feel that their actions will garner the 
stamp of approval of their social milieu. 
Thus they are restrained and are oriented 
towards goals and purposes. They inter* 
pret the world in terms of a guiding phi¬ 
losophy of social responsibility In which 
each member must do his or her own 
share, and these natives are scrupulous 
in observing their part of the bargain. They 
play the game by the rules—whatever they 
conceive those rules to be. They are wary, 
dutiful, and put their faith in principle and 
obligation. 

Eager natives, on the other hand, are 
unrestrained and experimentative, They 
don’t need any social authority to sanc¬ 
tion their actions, but rather follow their 
inclinations of the moment. They do what 
is expedient or convenient rather than 
what will be thought praiseworthy by oth¬ 
ers. They are optimistic and freewheeling, 
and are able to bounce right back when* 
ever life slaps them down. 

In contrast to Mercury (mind), Venus 
(desire) shows a person's dark or hidden 
side. People readily communicate what's 
on their minds, but it takes deeper inti¬ 
macy before they reveal what they're re¬ 
ally after. Too, most people know their own 
minds; and their minds are made up; or 
they can change their minds. However, 
they often don't really know what they 
want out of life; or how to go about get¬ 
ting it; or why it is that their efforts haven't 
been rewarded. Where mind is expressed 
as an attitude, desire is expressed as a 
yearning. It is more symbolic in nature 
than mind, and it reveals itself to aware¬ 
ness, not so much in conscious thoughts 
as in the imagery of fantasies and 
dreams. For example, in our fantasy con* 
versations, mind is the logical train of our 
argument, and desire is the longing for 
whatever response we hope to elicit from 


the imaginary interlocutor with whom we 
are conversing or interacting. 

When Venus is oriental, rising before 
the Sun in the east (Types 4, 5, and 6), 
the desire nature is said to be possess/ve; 
and when Venus is occidental, setting af¬ 
ter the Sun in the west (Types 1, 2 and 3), 
the desire nature is said to be dispas¬ 
sionate. Just as eager mind (oriental) ex¬ 
hibits the Gemini side of Mercury and cer¬ 
tain mind (occidental) exhibits the Virgo 
side of Mercury, so too does possess/ve 
desire exhibit the Taurus side of Venus 
and dispassionate desire exhibit the Libra 
side of Venus. Possessive desire seeks a 
sense of owning and being owned, and is 
primarily concerned with alliances and 
matters of community belonging. Dispas¬ 
sionate desire seeks a sense of person¬ 
al privilege and prerogative, and is pri¬ 
marily concerned with preserving 
individual liberty against encroachment. 
The Personality Core shows how na¬ 
tives distinguish themselves from other 
people (mind); and at the same how they 
sell themselves to them or protect them¬ 
selves from them (desire). That is to say, 
how different natives affirm their unique¬ 
ness and maintain their dignity as indi¬ 
viduals in the midst of relationship. It de¬ 
scribes both their approach to other 
people and their manner of setting them¬ 
selves apart from them. What is being 
symbolized is the native’s sense of im¬ 
portance: how they take pride in them¬ 
selves and assure their own continuance. 
The Personality Core reveals how na¬ 
tives behave in those situations in which 
they are most comfortable, most at home, 
it's basically the role they learned to play 
as children within their families (similar to 
what Alfred Adler termed "position in the 
family constellation”). The Personality 
Core is the surface role through which na¬ 
tives address their fellows in casual con¬ 
tact: how they invite others to come into 
their lives; how they share themselves 
and make people feel welcome and im¬ 
portant to them. The Personality Core is 
the native's personal touch or offering, 
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and the source of their appeal and allure. 
At the same time, the Personality Core is 
also the native's way of maintaining their 
command over the "now’’ moment, pro¬ 
tecting themselves, structuring relation- 
ships on a footing of their own definition. 

Each Personality Core type may be con¬ 
sidered a threefold strategy of self-preser¬ 
vation: the leading planet symbolizes the 
native's first resort (the Initial approach 
to a situation or relationship); the central 
planet symbolizes the native’s chief re¬ 
liance or main reserves; and the trailing 
planet symbolizes the last resort or last- 
ditch strategy. 

Another way of looking at the triune di¬ 
vision of the Personality 
Core is in terms of three 
levels of communication 
or three stages of inti¬ 
macy: the leading planet 
symbolizes the face that 
the natives show ac¬ 
quaintances; the central 
planet symbolizes the 
face that they show their 
friends; and the trailing 
planet symbolizes the 
face they show their 
family. Here "intimacy" 
is taken to mean the de¬ 
gree of emotional inter¬ 
change: the people in whom natives invest 
a great deal of emotional energy (the ones 
they think about or have strong feelings 
for) are considered to be intimates 
whether they are liked or disliked. In this 
context, enemies are considered to be as 
much intimates as are partners (Indeed, 
astrology does not distinguish between the 
two since both are ruled by the seventh 
house of the horoscope). 

In each Personality Core type, the lead¬ 
ing planet takes on a benefic meaning be¬ 
cause it symbolizes the native’s mode of 
advancing himself and his Interests; what 
he expects of other people; and how he 
seeks to sway or influence them. 

If the Sun leads (Types i and 2), the 


native wants other people to respect her: 
she tries to convince through her earnest¬ 
ness. 

If Mercury leads (Types 3 and 5), the 
native wants other people to agree with 
her: she tries to convince through her clev¬ 
erness. 

If Venus leads (Types 4 and 6), the na¬ 
tive wants other people to indulge her: 
she tries to convince through her poise. 

The central planet symbolizes the na¬ 
tive’s mode of holding her own, particu- 
larly noticeable in situations of conflict. 

If the Sun is central (Types 3 and 4), 
the native relies ultimately on stubborn¬ 
ness and stonewalling. 

If Mercury is central 
(Types 1 and 6), the na¬ 
tive relies ultimately on 
logic and argument. 

If Venus is central 
(Types 2 and 5), the na¬ 
tive relies ultimately on 
maneuvering and fi¬ 
nesse. 

The trailing planet 
takes on a malefic 
meaning because it 
symbolizes the native’s 
mode of retreat; his last 
defense when routed; 
that which he will not 
surrender under any circumstances. 

If the Sun trails (Types 5 and 6), the na¬ 
tive protects himself from compromise: 
he salvages his self-respect and honor; 
he goes down with their ship. 

If Mercury frails (Types 2 and 4), the 
native protects himself from contradic¬ 
tion: he salvages their prejudices; he 
won’t admit to error and insists on having 
the last word. 

If Venus trails (Types 1 and 3), the na¬ 
tive protects himself from rejection: he 
salvages his ambitions; he won’t be de¬ 
flected (when the dust settles, he's still 
plumping for what he wanted all along). 

The examples given below are the 
same as those listed by Gross, with the 
addition of recent U.S. presidents. 


The Personality 

Core reveals how 
natives behave 
in those situations 
in which they are 
most comfortable, 
most at home. 
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Type 1 natives (certain mind and dis¬ 
passionate desire) elbow their way 
through life: uncompromising and un¬ 
flinching, they tough it out. They are seri¬ 
ous and intent, with a motto of: "Let's get 
down to the business at hand"—mean¬ 
ing, "Let's do it my way.” They take the role 
of organizer or idea person—proud of 
their own aggressive spirit and motivated 
by the chance to win, especially when the 
odds are against them. They bowl people 
over with their stubborn contrariety and 
their hard-nosed, unapologetic, outspoken 
manner. They brim with highly original 
ideas, plans, and projects, automatically 
sloughing off the suggestions and de¬ 
mands of other people. 

They are more in¬ 
domitable than origi¬ 
nal—they know how to 
manipulate the system 
to further their own 
ends. Where Type 2 s 
make a niche for them¬ 
selves within their mi¬ 
lieu, Type l's need an 
established system 
within which to advance 
themselves. Idealistic 
and visionary, they strive 
to uphold some philoso¬ 
phy for the betterment 
of mankind. They must be their own boss¬ 
es and make their own decisions based 
upon their own ideas. The instant they 
sense any sort of pressure to conform or 
bend themselves, they immediately veer 
off in the opposite direction. Their ongo¬ 
ing aim is to remain unencumbered and 
to preserve their own freedom of action. 
They are aloof and self-sufficient, unin¬ 
volved in (and therefore superior to) the 
machinations and petty intrigues of their 
fellows. They are cool and impersonal in 
relationship, betraying little emotion, Out¬ 
wardly, they are conventional: how they 
conduct their private lives is their own 
business. Their bold, cocky self-assurance 
and ability to always land on their feet 
compels respect and admiration. 


Examples: Muhammad AM, Neil Arm¬ 
strong, Lucille Ball, George W. Bush (f//s), 
Charles de Gaulle, Phyllis Oilier, Amelia 
Earhart, Albert Einstein, Andrew Jackson, 
Jams Joplin, Martin Luther King, Timothy 
Leary, Abraham Lincoln, George S. Patton, 
Elvis Presley, John D. Rockefeller, Eliza¬ 
beth Taylor, Harry S. Truman. 

Type 2 natives—together with Type 
5's—are statistically the least common of 
the Personality Core types (maximum 
spread = 28 a ). Like the Type l's, they pos¬ 
sess certain minds and dispassionate de¬ 
sires: they possess great self-possession 
and authoritativeness, but are rather more 

self-effacing and pri¬ 
vate—they have a more 
personal touch and a 
plaintive air (in contrast 
to the brassy, sassy 
Type l's). They are sim¬ 
ple, unvarnished, and 
stra ightforwa rd T with 
nothing to hide and (un¬ 
like Type 1) nothing to 
prove to anyone. These 
natives are charming 
and agreeable, with a 
winning disposition and 
a can-do spirit—they 
have a willingness to 
role up their sleeves and pull their share 
of the load. Nonetheless, they are es¬ 
sentially watchers; or at least march to 
the beat of a distant drum. They readily 
join with people and lend themselves to 
their schemes, but they always keep their 
own detached point of view. They hold 
themselves aloof from others by skillfully 
adapting to any environment or social sit¬ 
uation and excelling therein (gaining ac¬ 
ceptance, leadership positions, or at least 
getting their own way) without the neces¬ 
sity for any wholehearted commitment on 
their part. It is very difficult to reach them 
or pin them down-—they go their own way 
and follow their own star, and are on quite 
a different wavelength from the people 
around them no matter how conformist 


Another way of 

looking at the triune 
division of the 
Personality Core is in 
terms of three levels 
of communication 
or three stages 
of intimacy... 
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they appear outwardly. They use their so¬ 
cial milieu not to push themselves forward 
(like Type l r s), but rather to isolate and 
armor themselves in their uniqueness— 
always preserving their privacy and inde¬ 
pendence of action. 

Examples: Louis Armstrong, Yul Bryn- 
ner, Mary Baker Eddy, Marc Edmund 
Jones, Empress Josephine, John Keats, 
Charles A. Lindbergh, Karl Marx, Peter 
Paul Rubens, Aubrey Beardsley, Max Beer- 
bohm. 

Type 3 natives—together with Type 4's— 
are statistically the most common Person¬ 
ality Core Types (maximum spread = 75 q ). 
These natives possess eager minds and 
dispassionate desires: they are sociable 
and gregarious, with a smiling countenance 
and a blithe manner. They are glib and lo¬ 
quacious, with an ironic sense of humor: 
they love good fellowship and make their 
lives a series of personal contacts, con¬ 
versations, and social activities. They are 
people-people, animated by a spirit of en¬ 
joyment and fun, who always try to keep 
things agreeable and jolly. They generally 
prefer a wide circle of casual friends to the 
confinement of intimate relationship: they 
give freely of themselves only on their own 
initiative, and they shy away from emotion¬ 
al entanglements and from situations re¬ 
quiring something beyond pleasant good 
manners. Somewhat patronizing or flip, 
they take other people in stride rather than 
actually listen to them or sympathize with 
them. Thus, while their acquaintances find 
them lively and gay, their intimates may find 
them scornful of their feelings. They hold 
themselves above commitment with a dain¬ 
ty sense of propriety and a refusal to sully 
themselves with anything unpleasant, 
which can manifest as a flighty lack of re¬ 
gard for the sensibilities of others. But their 
winning personalities and positivity help to 
keep things in perspective, and their good 
humor leavens their social milieu. 

Examples: George Bush (pare), Bill Clin¬ 
ton, Bette Davis, Leonardo da Vinci, 
Thomas Edison, Dwight D. Eisenhower, 


Adolf Hitler, John F. Kennedy, Joe Louis, 
Joe Namath, Isaac Newton, Richard M. 
Nixon, Ronald Reagan, William Shake- 
speare, George Washington.. 

Type 4 natives (certain mind and pos¬ 
sessive desire) are sober, sedate, and 
self-contained, with a somewhat gruff, 
overbearing, or forbidding manner. They 
usually cultivate some special area of per¬ 
sonal competence or expertise upon 
which they lavish all of their attention, and 
they can be quite communicative with peo¬ 
ple who share their zeal. But they have lit¬ 
tle patience for the empty niceties and 
trivialities of polite conversation. They are 
plainspoken, blunt, and brusque on su¬ 
perficial acquaintances; and their stiff and 
mannered correctitude and supercilious 
disdain for persiflage can be bruising to 
people who don’t know them well. They 
only open up in intimate relationship—but 
there they give unstintingly of themselves, 
even though they can be quite demanding 
of the energy and allegiance of others in 
return. They expect to be served and they 
have no tolerance for contradiction: they 
are critical and sharp-tongued. They hold 
themselves apart with a supercilious dis¬ 
dain at the inability of others to handle 
themselves emotionally—to keep them¬ 
selves in check. They stand on their dig¬ 
nity and regard the emotional appeals of 
others as gaucherie. But theiir self-suffi¬ 
ciency and no-nonsense seriousness of 
purpose make them an admirable model 
of staunchness for everyone who knows 
them. 

Examples: Julie Andrews, Brigitte Bar- 
dot, Gerald Ford, Benjamin Franklin, Sig¬ 
mund Freud, Clark Gable, Ernest Heming¬ 
way, Lyndon B, Johnson, Nikolai Lenin, 
Jerry Lewis, Will Rogers, Franklin D. Roo¬ 
sevelt, Barbra Streisand. 

Type 5 natives (eager mind and pos¬ 
sessive desire) can be quite out-front 
about their motives and intentions; 
nonetheless—like Phase 4—they are in¬ 
tensely private and unapproachable, ca-

pable of withdrawing at a moment's no¬ 
tice into a Cheshire cat smile. They are 
self-consciously eccentric, always atten¬ 
tive to the maintenance of their own pre¬ 
rogatives, and jealous of the perquisites 
of their eccentricity. Therefore they are 
overly sensitive to slight, or to any at¬ 
tempt to lump them together with the 
common herd. They prefer to be misun¬ 
derstood, and indeed feel somewhat 
threatened when other people know them 
too well and thus can predict their actions 
and reactions. They must always stand 
apart even if this results in pettiness or 
sulkiness, or deprives them of something 
they really value. Albeit full of novel ideas 
and insights, their arbitrariness and ex¬ 
cessive self-delight tend to put other peo¬ 
ple off (as it is intended to do), and 
leaves them with a feeling of perplexity, 
since they never know quite where they 
stand or if they are being taken serious¬ 
ly, But their sincerity and dogged inde¬ 
pendence wins them the respect of the 
people who know them. 

Examples: Joan of Arc, Clyde Barrow, 
Edgar Cayce, Frederick Chopin, Bob Hope, 
Howard Hughes, Carl Jung, Rudyard 
Kipling, Paul Newman, Nelson Rockefeller, 
Richard Wagner, Algernon Blackwood, Elsa 
Lanchester. 

Type 6 natives (eager mind and pos¬ 
sessive desire) are breezy, amiable, and 
pleasure loving. They are highly personal 
in relationship, with a self-pampering, 
self-dramatizing manner. They are good 
communicators, with an original viewpoint 
or slant on the everyday scene. They have 
a well-developed ironic or sardonic sense 
of humor and a blase, take-it-or-leave-it 
attitude towards life and other people. 
They are brash, frank, and quick with a 
ready retort. They are rather dubious of 
the motives of other people and are skep¬ 
tical of any show of unselfish or disinter¬ 
ested goodwill. They think they are no¬ 
body’s fool; that nothing can faze them. 
Therefore they are extremely disconcert¬ 
ed by the unexpected, especially the op¬ 


position of someone who is deadly seri¬ 
ous and really means business (which is 
the only way to cut through their compla¬ 
cency). Although they can leave people 
feeling put off by their smug self-con¬ 
gratulations, others appreciate their 
sprightly humor and liveliness. 

Examples: Fred Astaire, Humphrey Bog¬ 
art, Napoleon Bonaparte, Lewis Carroll, 
Jimmy Carter, Jacques Casanova, Greta 
Garbo, Charlton Heston, Liberace, Dou¬ 
glas MacArthur, Marilyn Monroe, Barack 
Obama, Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis, Al¬ 
bert Schweitzer, Joseph Stalin. 

As noted above, the different types of 
Personality Core encompass different pos¬ 
sible degrees of spread (maximum sepa¬ 
ration). As I say in my book Planetary 
Strength , it is best when Mercury and 
Venus are neither too near nor too far 
from the Sun. The relationship between 
the Sun and these two planets symbolizes 
what has been termed the ‘Inner Child." 
When the inferior planets are too close to 
the Sun, the Inner Child is stifled and over¬ 
powered by the parent. When the inferior 
planets are too far from the Sun, they be¬ 
come arrogant and heedless. Mercury and 
Venus are at maximum elongation from 
the Sun when they are moving at the 
same speed as the Sun (i.e., roughly 1° 
of longitude per day). 

What is shown by the synodic cycle of 
Mercury is how people believe they are in 
the right. Mercury-conjunction-Sun natives 
believe they are in the right because they 
are playing by the rules (whatever rules 
they have been taught): they are faithful¬ 
ly carrying out directives received from on 
high (inculcated by their parents and so¬ 
ciety). By contrast, when Mercury is elon¬ 
gated from the Sun, the natives believe 
they are right precisely because they 
haven’t bought into what they were taught, 
but rather have figured out all the angles 
for themselves. 

Venus’ synodic cycle shows what peo¬ 
ple believe they deserve, Venus conjunc¬ 
tion Sun natives often feel unworthy of hap- 
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piness unless they can do more or be more 
than is humanly possible. By contrast, 
when Venus is elongated from the Sun, the 
natives have no hesitation in reaching out 
for and grabbing whatever they want. 

Thus, both cases of the inferior planets 
conjunct the Sun symbolize the natives be¬ 
ing overwhelmed by the parent; and both 
cases of the inferior planets elongated 
from the Sun symbolize relative freedom 
from parental flat, together with a some¬ 
what conscienceless self-interest. In the 
case of the triple conjunction of the Sun- 
Mercury-Venus, the parent has crushed 
the Inner Child and, as a result, these na¬ 
tives feel themselves to be beleaguered, 
embattled, under siege; seething with frus¬ 
tration and rage, and quick to lash out at 
anyone who comes too close. Conversely, 
when both Mercury and Venus are elon¬ 
gated from the Sun, the Inner Child has 
fully separated from the parent: these na¬ 
tives are aloof; coldly detached and effi¬ 
cient; take things in their stride; and let 
nothing get under their skin. 

The most interesting cases occur when 
one inferior planet is conjunct the Sun 
while the other is at elongation; in these 
cases, the natives tend to substitute mind 
for desire or vice versa. 

When Venus conjoins the Sun and Mer¬ 
cury is elongated from it, then there is a 
tendency to substitute mind for desire, 
i.e., to substitute cleverness for whole- 
heartedness. These natives are overly ide¬ 
alistic: they will allow themselves to be 
swept along by confusion even when they 
can clearly see that it's heading for a 
crash rather than have to deal with con¬ 
tradiction and antagonism. There is a glar¬ 
ing imbalance between their clearly- 
worked-out system of understanding and 
the fact that it isn't really them: their 
worldview is pat and logical, but has no 
bearing upon what's really going on 
around them. They are overly optimistic 
and naive, overly trusting in their own ra¬ 
tional analyses of people and situations; 
and then they are surprised and shocked 


when the people they trusted betray them, 
or the triumph that was within their grasp 
evaporates. The fact is, they are usually 
"right,” but they lack the courage to act 
on their perceptions without the concur¬ 
rence of other people. Rather, they try to 
animate their companions to act with 
them or in their stead, rather than accept 
the responsibility for directing events 
themselves (and possibly failing). They try 
to use their clarity of mind in place of ac¬ 
cepting reality, and wind up making a 
philosophical virtue of inaction. 

Examples: Louis Armstrong, Neville 
Chamberlain, Larry Flynt, Jack Kerouac, 
James Joyce, Jack Nicholson, Nikola Tes¬ 
la, Andy Warhol, Malcolm X. 

The converse case, when Mercury con¬ 
joins the Sun and Venus is elongated from 

it, indicates a tendency to substitute de¬ 
sire for mind—i.e., to substitute tenacity 
and pluck for objective analysis. These 
natives tend to be eminently unreason¬ 
able. They are mailed in psychological ar¬ 
mor without a chink: they hear only what 
they want to hear, twisting other people's 
words in their own minds and distorting 
their message to lend support to their 
own preconceived expectations. They are 
adamant, abruptly dismissing the feel¬ 
ings of others or the facts that they don't 
want to have to deal with. They handle 
confusion by bulldozing right through it: 
they lock themselves into their prejudices 
and stomp down on the accelerator. They 
are animated by an overriding need to ap¬ 
pear blameless: they stonewall and wait 
for their perceived opponent to abandon 
the field and cut off communications out 
of sheer frustration; and since they there¬ 
by obtain what they wanted they become 
convinced that they were right all along. 
They have a sardonic, derisive sense of 
humor that reflects a deeply held suspi¬ 
cion of the reasoning process and the 
people who employ it. They tend to save 
their respect for people like themselves, 
who shoot from the hip and rely on gut- 
level instinct. 
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Examples: Princess Diana, Henry Ford, 
Samuel Goldwyn, Cary Grant, Bob Hope, 
Lyndon Johnson, Jeddu Krishnamurti, 
Jean Paul Sartre, Jimmy Hoffa, Jackie 
Kennedy Onassis, Barbra Streisand. 

The presence of a planet or planets in 
the Personality Core permits a further re¬ 
finement of the analysis. The interpreta¬ 
tions for the individual planets posited in 
the Personality Core are pretty much what 
one would expect from their symbolism, 
except that it is the more benefic or fa¬ 
vorable attributes of the planetary princi¬ 
ples involved that are 
highlighted. This is be¬ 
cause what is being de¬ 
scribed is how natives 
put their best foot for¬ 
ward, the terms on 
which they seek to be 
taken or accepted by 
others. Planets within 
the Personality Core re¬ 
veal the impression the 
natives wish to make; 
how they want to be 
thought of by their fel¬ 
lows; what they com¬ 
municate when they are 
looking you directly in the eyes. 

None: Natives with no planets in their 
Personality Core are impersonal and mat¬ 
ter-of-fact in their handling of group situ¬ 
ations and casual relationships. They feel 
no particular need to stamp their own per¬ 
sonal seal upon the proceedings, or to 
give the impression that they are taking 
others into their special confidence and 
giving them their exclusive personal at¬ 
tention. Therefore they appear to be more 
wrapped up in themselves, more indiffer¬ 
ent to how other people react to them, 
than are natives who specialize their self¬ 
representation along some particular 
planetary line. 

Moon: Natives with the Moon in their 
Personality Core are unpretentious and 


candid. They feel they have nothing to 
hide, and are therefore worthy of the con¬ 
fidence of others. They like things open 
and aboveboard, so they cut across doubt 
and confusion and get right to the heart 
of the matter. They are forthright, inviting, 
and immediately put themselves on a tete- 
a-tete basis. They have an appealingly 
naive belief in the soundness of their own 
assumptions, and in the exercise of good 
faith and common sense to resolve any 
difficulty and reach an accord. 

Mars: Natives with Mars in their Per¬ 
sonality Core think that 
they’re toughies, hard 
chargers, someone to 
be reckoned with. They 
pride themselves on 
their rugged indepen¬ 
dence and immunity to 
compunction. They are 
not above using in¬ 
trigue to obtain their 
ends; indeed, they 
rather relish playing the 
finagler or con man, 
but this is usually done 
with an impish good hu¬ 
mor and a mischievous 
twinkle that invites the connivance of 
others. Beneath their abrasive haughti¬ 
ness and bravado, they possess a ten¬ 
der and gentle strain that seeks to pro¬ 
tect the helpless and defend the 
defenseless. 

Jupiter: Natives with Jupiter in their 
Personality Core are poised, assured, 
and dependable. Albeit somewhat de¬ 
tached or above-it-all, they express a 
kindly inquisitiveness about the lives of 
the people around them (especially chil¬ 
dren}, and they look on with a disinter¬ 
ested bonhomie. They suspend judgment 
on the quirks and foibles of their fellows, 
taking the role of unbiased arbiter or um¬ 
pire. They exert a positive, optimistic In¬ 
fluence on any group of which they are a 
part. Their spirit of avuncular benevo-

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fence is comforting and stabilizing, and 
their presence imparts calm and hope. 

Saturn: (Natives with Saturn in their Per¬ 
sonality Core are reserved, unexeitable, 
and stalwart. They are always ready to 
take upon themselves any burden of re¬ 
sponsibility, and they are scrupulous in 
the discharge of their duties. They want 
to be taken in earnest, to serve as a mod¬ 
el of steady and disciplined comportment. 
They usually strive to uphold some phi¬ 
losophy or abstract code of behavior to 
which they refer the validity of their en¬ 
deavors. They judge themselves to have 
been successful as they manage to live 
up to their ideals and have convinced oth¬ 
er people of their sincerity and dedication. 

The planets up through Saturn operate 
in the Personality Core in terms of group 
norms: they symbolize social roles con¬ 
gruent with the expectations and stan¬ 
dards of their milieu. By contrast , the plan¬ 
ets beyond Saturn operate on a highly 
individualized and transcendent level: 
these natives seek to be accepted on the 
basis of their difference from social ex¬ 
pectation. They operate on their own 
track, parallel to but detached from the 
group of which they are a part. They want 
to be the irritant that produces the pearl. 

Uranus: Natives with Uranus in their Per¬ 
sonality Core are self-possessed yet de¬ 
mocratic. They address other people on a 
high level of personal competence and self- 
sufficiency, regarding them as equals and 
assuming a comparable degree of self-ad¬ 
equacy in them. They have their own oblique 
and idiosyncratic points of view, but they are 
also interested in the observations and 
opinions of their fellows. Albeit too remote 
and independent to be called warm, they 
are nonetheless friendly and solicitous, with 
a wry commentary on the passing scene, 


Neptune: Natives with Neptune in their 
Personality Core are spontaneous and 
fancy-free. They do what they please, and 
if this entails defying prohibition or flout¬ 
ing convention, then so much the better. 
They are outspoken and unafraid to say 
exactly what is on their minds or to act on 
their impulses of the moment, particular¬ 
ly when they feel things have gotten too 
solemn or formal; and they are quite 
amenable to the more outre suggestions 
of their companions. Always conscious of 
their audience, they revel in their audaci¬ 
ty, and thus they appeal to the more dar¬ 
ing and uninhibited propensities of their 
fellows. 

Pluto: Natives with Ptuto in their Per¬ 
sonality Core are intent, assiduous, and 
solemn. They bring an air of gravity to any 
group situation, not in the Saturnine man¬ 
ner (by reference to some abstract ideal), 
but rather by a heightened awareness of 
the significance and import of the present 
moment. Their actions are informed by a 
vague sense of anguish or despair-—a 
controlled intensity—as if they were tak¬ 
ing part in a sacrament requiring the ut¬ 
most concentration and seriousness of 
purpose. Thus there is a certain poignan¬ 
cy to their presence that touches their fel¬ 
lows on a deep level, calling forth their 
compassion and sense of pathos.

As the following examples 
will show, the disposition of the Moon 
and her Nodes can provide much insight 
into the mother/daughter relationship 
and whether it will be contentious or har¬ 
monious. 


JUDY GARLAND AND 
LIZA MINNELLI— 
MOONS/NODES: 

NO CONNECTION 

One of the most famous mother/daugh¬ 
ter combinations in show-business histo¬ 
ry is that of Judy Garland and Liza Minnelli. 
Born on June 10, 1922, at 6:00 A.M. t in 
Grand Rapids, Minnesota, Frances Ethel 
Gumm was a child star, performing with 
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her sisters in a vaudeville act. While still 
a teenager, she was signed by MGM and 
went on to become the international movie 
and recording star Judy Garland. She was 
beloved not only for her movie classics like 
The Wizard ofOz, Meet Me in St Louis, East¬ 
er Parade, and A Star is Bom, but also for 
her live performances, which showcased 
her powerful and poignant singing voice. 
James Mason as Norman Maine in A Star 
is Born put It well when he said, “I have 
never heard anyone sing like you—you 
sing like a prizefighter." She was like the 
American Edith Piaf—among other things, 
both singers had stormy lives; both had a 
unique style of singing; and both died at 
age 47. Life’s road would not be an easy 
one for Judy Garland, and it is reflected in 
her complex horoscope. 

Judy Garland’s horoscope is as compli¬ 
cated as her life. She had a Jupiter-Saturn 
conjunction, ten squares, six trines, five 
oppositions, and disruptive Uranus right 
on her Midheaven. She had a fire Grand 
Trine and four T-squares. Her life was filled 
with turmoil, symbolized by the four crip¬ 
pling T-squares, which do not quite form a 
Grand Square. It is a magnificent triumph 
of the human spirit that she achieved so 
much despite so much pain. Perhaps she 
was driven by her pain—maybe It ground¬ 
ed her, making up for the lack of the earth 
element in her horoscope. With her Moon 




in Sagittarius, Judy must have found great 
joy in motherhood, at least in the early 
stages, but as the years passed, the re¬ 
strictions of motherhood would likely have 
dampened this enthusiasm. To complicate 
matters, Judy's Moon is afflicted with two 
squares and three oppositions, which 
could cause chaos in her emotional life. 
In short, although she must have initially 
adored being the mother of her first born, 
Liza Minnelli, the endless labor of child- 
rearing was probably ultimately over¬ 
whelming. From Liza’s perspective, being 
the first-born child! of Judy Garland could 
not have been easy! 

Liza May Minnelli was born to Judy Gar¬ 
land and Vincente Minnelli on March 12, 
1946, at 7:58 A.M. PS.T. r In Los Angeles, 
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California. She inherited her mother’s pow¬ 
erful voice and had her own successful 
film career. Liza adored her mother and her 
mother adored her—Judy's Venus is con¬ 
junct Liza’s Moon/Mars/Saturn. Judy and 
Liza would seem to be compatible in many 
ways because both had important Cancer 
points in their horoscopes: Judy had Can¬ 
cer rising and Mercury, Venus, and Pluto 
in Cancer; Liza has Cancer on the Nadir 
and the Moon, Mars, and Saturn in Can¬ 
cer. Unfortunately, Judy’s Cancer Pluto 
clashed with all of Liza’s Cancer points. 
Moreover, Liza's needy Cancer Moon on 
her Nadir in T-square formation with Mer¬ 
cury and Neptune would smother her 
mother’s freedom-loving Sagittarius Moon. 
Judy would have limited patience with 
Liza's emotional fugues because she had 
her own problems with her four T-squares, 
five oppositions, and ten squares. Muta¬ 
ble fire-sign Sagittarius combined with car¬ 
dinal water-sign Cancer make steam; com¬ 
munication would be foggy between these 
two women, with likely misunderstandings 
with Liza’s Aries Mercury overpowering 
Judy's Cancer Mercury. Moreover, Liza has 
Saturn conjunct her Moon, both on the 
Nadir. Depression would be a lifelong prob¬ 
lem for Liza, and this would be oppressive 
for her mother, who also suffered from de¬ 
pression. Finally, Liza's South Node is 
three degrees from Judy's Moon, suggest¬ 
ing the possibility of a sense of karmic en¬ 
titlement on her part. Judy's Nodes set off 
Liza’s T-square, particularly the Mercury- 
Neptune opposition. Perhaps Liza expect¬ 
ed a closer relationship with her mother, 
but fate ruled otherwise. There were like¬ 
ly issues between this mother and daugh¬ 
ter that went beyond lunar incompatibility 
and had roots in a past life or lives. To un¬ 
derstand: karmic relationships between 
people, look to the Moon’s Nodes, the 
karmic traffic lights in the horoscope. 

In this case, the Moon's Nodes are 99- 
degrees apart, too far apart in orb to be 
in aspect. There was very little common 
ground between Judy and Liza. They were 
far apart emotionally and probably did not 


get along very well as adults. Judy’s North 
Node falls in Liza's sixth house of work and 
health and it is only two degrees from 
Liza's Neptune; Liza's North Node falls in 
Judy’s twelfth house of secret enemies 
and things that are hidden. Although Judy 
nurtured Liza’s career, there was intense 
competition between them, which esca¬ 
lated (and may have grown into disillu¬ 
sionment) as they both grew older. Imag¬ 
ine trying to compete with Judy Garland? 
This was probably not a healthy choice, es¬ 
pecially with Liza’s South Node in Judy’s 
sixth house of work. It is not unreasonable 
to think that there may have been un¬ 
healthy competition between these two fa¬ 
mous women, perhaps bordering on en¬ 
mity. This mother/daughter relationship 
would be a unique and rewarding one, but 
it would also be a minefield at times. An¬ 
other famous mother/daughter relation¬ 
ship that had its share of difficulties would 
have a very different disposition, that be¬ 
tween Janet Leigh and Jamie Lee Curtis, 
Like Judy, Janet has an afflicted Moon with 
two squares and two oppositions. Moth¬ 
erhood would be rewarding, but with the 
Moon square the Sun and Pluto and op¬ 
posing Jupiter and Uranus, it would test 
the limits of Janet's patience and fortitude. 

JANET LEIGH AND JAMIE LEE 
CURTIS: MOONS IN 
OPPOSITION; NODES TRINE 

Janet Leigh was born Jeanette Flelen 
Morrison on July 6, 1927, at 2:15 RM. 
RS.T., in Merced, California. She will al¬ 
ways be known for her role as Marion 
Crane in Alfred Hitchcock's Psycho. Her 
cool, elegant beauty contrasted with the 
violence of the iconic shower scene that 
made her famous, One of the most mem¬ 
orable scenes in film history, the shower 
scene in Psycho gave women everywhere 
nightmares. The scene was so traumatic 
for Ms. Leigh that it is reputed that she 
would never again in her life take a show¬ 
er! With her Scorpio Ascendant and fire 
Grand Trine, she sizzled up the screen with 
her smoldering performance in Psycho and 
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also married one of the most desirable 
men In Hollywood, Tony Curtis. Together, 
they had two daughters, one of whom is 
the effervescent Jamie Lee Curtis. With 
her Sun in Cancer and her Moon in Libra, 
Janet would seem a natural candidate for 
motherhood; however, the situation is com¬ 
plicated by the Sun conjunct Pluto in T- 
square formation with the Moon opposing 
Jupiter, which is conjunct Uranus at 3" 
Aries, The opposite sign of Aries, Libra, is 
the sign of balance, harmony, and rela¬ 
tionships. Janet's Libra Moon would con¬ 
stantly attempt to balance the demands 
of career and motherhood, as well as the 
three most important relationships in her 
life. This must have taken a tremendous 
amount of work, which, in turn, caused her 



plenty of pain and suffering (her sixth 
house of work Is Aries with Chiron in res¬ 
idence). Both of Janet's daughters were a 
handful, especially her younger daughter. 

Jamie Lee Curtis was born on Novem¬ 
ber 22 t 1958, at 8:37 A.M. PS.T., in Los 
Angeles, California. She inherited her moth¬ 
er’s fire Grand Trine, and has a Scorpio Sun 
to harmonize with her mother's Ascendant. 
Like her mother, she became famous as a 
horror movie star, starring in not only one, 
but many horror movies, among them the 
iconic Halloween series. Always unpre¬ 
dictable, her Leo Uranus set off her moth¬ 
er’s Venus/Mars/Neptune stellium: she 
must have been a delightful child, but sure¬ 
ly a spitfire! Their Moons were opposite 
each other, with Janet's in Libra and 
Jamie’s in Aries, but sometimes (such as 
in this case) opposites attract. Separating 
from her mother’s Jupiter-Uranus conjunc¬ 
tion, Jamie’s Moon in Aries must have cre¬ 
ated fireworks, which must have been up¬ 
lifting—once the smoke from the fireworks 
cleared! The powerful fire at work here both 
illuminated and burned. At times, they 
clashed—one can only imagine what the 
fiery Jamie Lee was like as a teenager (she 
also has a Grand Cross)—but there was a 
deep spiritual bond between them, sym¬ 
bolized by their fire contacts. Their Nodes 
are widely trine In fire and air signs, with 
Janet's North Node in Gemini and Jamie’s 
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in Libra, so Jamie's North Node is in the 
same sign as her mother's Moon, There 
would appear to be a deep and harmonious 
karmic bond between them. Indeed, Jamie 
took her mother's side when her mother's 
marriage fell apart. Although they had their 
differences, this appears to have been a 
supportive, satisfying, and exciting rela¬ 
tionship with never a dull moment. 

CHER AND CHAZ BONO: 
MOONS TRINE; NODES IN 
PARTNERSHIP 

One of the most cherished entertainers 
alive today, Cherilyn Sarkisian, “Cher,” was 
born on May 20, 1946, at 7:25 A.M. PS.T., 
In El Centro, California, The only singer to 
have had a number-one hit in each of the 
past six decades, she is not only a popular 
song hit-maker and television and movie 
star, she is also a symbol of feminine em¬ 
powerment. Early in her career, she was of¬ 
ten criticized by feminists for her sexy, out¬ 
landish costumes and apparent 
dependence on men, but she has fought 
ageism, sexism, and homophobia, turning 
the tables on her critics. Among the many 
roles she has played in her life (who can for¬ 
get her as Loretta Castorini in Moonstruck?}, 
her most serious role is probably that of be¬ 
ing a mother. Motherhood is one of life’s 
biggest challenges, and Cher’s role as a 
mother is complicated by the fact that her 



Moon is in Yod formation. (Note: in most 
cases, only a three-degree orb is allowed for 
the three aspects in the Yod; however, in 
some cases, an exception must be made. 
In Cher's case, it would be irresponsible to 
ignore the possibility of a Yod when bad boys 
Mars/Pluto and Uranus are the legs.) 

With a Moon Yod-bearer and a painful 
Jupiter/Chiron T-square to the Moon op¬ 
posing Saturn, Cher has had many ups and 
downs in her life and career, but always 
seems to come back better than before. 
Most Yod bearers have a “before” and “af¬ 
ter” in their lives, but Cher has had many! 
She has evolved beautifully as an artist and 
human being, bravely facing (and conquer¬ 
ing) the many challenges of motherhood. 
With her Capricorn Moon, she would likely 
attempt to handle motherhood like an ad¬ 
ministrator, but her Moon Yod opposing Sat¬ 
urn in Cancer would undermine her efforts, 
always judging her. Moreover, Saturn in Can¬ 
cer is separating from the Yod and would be 
a constant thorn in her side. Fortunately, the 
stress of the Moon Yod is mitigated by two 
trines to the Sun and Mercury, both in Tau¬ 
rus, which helps to stabilize the Yod and mit¬ 
igate the pain of the T-square. Undoubtedly, 
some of Cher’s most difficult experiences in 
life have involved her role as a mother. Be¬ 
ing a mother is said to be the hardest job in 
the world, and Cher's two children have not 
made it easy for her. 
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The only child of Sonny and Cher, Chaz 
Salvatore Bono was born Chastity Sun 
Bono under a barely waning Full Moon on 
March 4, 1969, at 12:55 A.M. RS.T., in 
Los Angeles, California, There is gender 
ambiguity throughout Chaz’s horoscope, 
from Mars in Sagittarius conjunct Nep- 
tune in Scorpio; Venus exactly conjunct 
Saturn in Arles; and Jupiter closely con¬ 
junct Uranus in Venus-ruled Libra, Aries, 
Libra, and Sagittarius are masculine 
signs, and even though Chaz has the Sun 
and Moon in feminine signs, his Saturn 
and Jupiter conjunctions overpower the 
Sun and Moon, Furthermore, Chaz has a 
powerful, dominant Uranus, it is angular 
in a masculine sign conjunct Jupiter and 
close to the MC. Uranus is a planet of ho¬ 
mosexuality—Chastity came out in her 
late teens, one of the first steps in her 
search for identity that would ultimately 
end in gender change. 

This must have been difficult for Cher, 
but with her practical Capricorn Moon, 
she would find a way to deal with it. This 
seems like a relationship full of turmoil, 
but there is a deep spiritual compatibili¬ 
ty that goes beyond the surface. Their 
Moons are trine in earth; they both have 
Libra stelliums, including Jupiter; both 
have Mars in fire; and both also have a 
Mars conjunction with one of the outer 
planets. With their Moons trine in Capri¬ 
corn and Virgo, theirs is a supportive re¬ 
lationship most of the time, 

IT'S ALL IN THE NODES 

While at first glance the Nodes are not 
related by degree (they are eighty degrees 
apart), the element and especially the 


house positions are revealing. They occur 
in fire and air—air feeds fire, and vice ver¬ 
sa—indicating that these two souls are 
feeding off each other (like Janet and Jamie) 
and probably teaching/learning from each 
other in a mutually beneficial partnership. 
Below is a table summary of the nodal 
house interaction between Cher and Chaz. 

Cher’s Nodes fall in Chaz’s first and sev¬ 
enth houses of self and partnerships. This 
indicates to me that Cher’s karmic mission 
involves helping her child find himself and 
establish partnerships, which would be a 
normal goal for any parent, but in this case, 
it goes deeper because Chaz has delved 
into the issue of personal identity much fur¬ 
ther than most people. The nodal relation¬ 
ship between Cher and Chaz gets even 
more interesting when you look at how 
Chaz’s Nodes relate to Cher’s horoscope 
by house position, His Nodes, both of 
which have painful conjunctions, fall in his 
fourth and tenth houses, as well as Cher’s 
fourth and tenth houses: Chaz’s fourth 
house North Node in Aries conjunct Chiron 
falls in Cher's tenth house; his tenth-house 
South Node in Libra conjunct Uranus falls 
in Cher's fourth house. The issues of 
home/motherhood vs. career/position in 
society resonate deeply in this relationship. 
How did Cher's role as an international su¬ 
perstar affect her role as a single mother? 
She has always been a good, caring moth¬ 
er, taking her children on tour with her and 
looking after their business interests. Fler 
relationship with Chaz has been much bet¬ 
ter than that with her other child. Chaz’s 
South Node of karma that needs to be 
cleansed falls in Cher’s fourth house, so 
perhaps Chaz is repaying a debt to Cher in

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his role as her child. This relationship goes 
beyond the boundaries of mother/child and 
appears to extend into a gestalt where 
these two souls are teaching and learning 
from each other, with Cher teaching her 
child to grow into maturity and Chaz teach¬ 
ing his mother to cope with a child who ex¬ 
periences both genders in the same life¬ 
time! This is surely a major learning 
experience and challenge for both individu¬ 
als and could be a test for both as well. 

Not only is there meaningful interaction 
between the Nodes and the houses, there 
are also multiple connections between the 
Nodes and the planets. Chaz’s Aries North 
Node is conjunct Chiron and opposite Cher p s 
Neptune; his Libra South Node is conjunct 
Jupiter/Uranus and applying to Cher's Libra 
Neptune-Chiron-Jupiter. Chaz's decision to 
change gender was painful (Chiron) and must 
have caused his mother despair and disillu¬ 
sionment (Neptune), but from a karmic per¬ 
spective, maybe the karmic push of his Aries 
North Node was driving him to it. There is a 
close partnership between these two souls, 
who have many things in common astrologi¬ 
es I ly. Both Cher and Chaz have fourth-house 
Chiron conjunctions, indicating suffering in 
childhood: Cher’s is conjunct Jupiter and 
Chaz's is conjunct the North Node. Cher had 
an unstable childhood and once spent time 
in an orphanage; Chaz lived much of his ear¬ 
ly life on the road with his mother, which is 
a gypsy-like lifestyle with no permanent 
home. The experience of an unsettled child¬ 
hood is a bond that Cher and Chaz share. It 
is mitigated by Jupiter conjunctions, Cher's 
in the fourth and Chaz's in the tenth (the 
houses that traditionally signify the parents). 
There is an intricate and complex relation¬ 
ship going on between the Nodes, the hous¬ 
es, and Jupiter. It is indicative of a deep and 
lasting partnership between these two souls 
that likely transcends the boundaries of time. 

Their relationship would weather its great¬ 
est storm when Chastity decided to become 
Chaz. Between 2008 and 2010, Chastity de¬ 
cided to change her life by changing her gen¬ 
der, becoming Chaz Salvatore. This was 
probably as difficult for Cher to accept emo¬ 


tionally as it was for Chastity to change her 
body permanently. What mother wouldn't be 
challenged and worried by such a drastic de¬ 
cision? Both mother and child would suffer 
(Chiron) from Chastity's decision, but Cher 
would once again defend and support her 
child, just like she did when Chastity "came 
out." Cher said, JJ lt's a strange thing for a 
mother to go through . . . [but] we’re creat¬ 
ing memories now and we've actually had 
the most fun together lately than we've had 
in forever." She calls Chaz, ; ‘a success sto¬ 
ry," and says he is 'happier than ever." 
Cher's North Node in Gemini right between 
Uranus and Venus in the twelfth house rep¬ 
resents the good karma she has created by 
promoting an attitude of tolerance towards 
LGBT (Lesbian-Gay-BisexuakTransgender) 
human beings, beginning with her precious, 
first-born child. It has been a roller-coaster 
ride for Cher and Chaz, and the ride is still 
in progress! All blessings and love to them! 

DOUBLE HEADERS: WHEN 
THERE IS MORE THAN 
ONE DAUGHTER 

Having not one, but two, daughters can 
complicate the mother/daughter relation¬ 
ship exponentially. Now, there are two 
daughters competing for the mother's at¬ 
tention. This can undermine or enrich the 
mother/daughter relationship (or both); 
and it can also build bridges or create 
walls, depending on whether the parties 
cooperate or compete. These types of sit¬ 
uations can also occur intermittently be¬ 
tween mothers and daughters at various 
times during their lives—i.e., they trade 
places in their roles as supporter or ad¬ 
versary. Further complicating the moth¬ 
er/daughters triad is the issue of taking 
sides. For example, one daughter fakes 
her father's side, the other her mother's; 
the mother prefers one daughter at one 
developmental stage, and the other at a 
later stage. There are many possible com¬ 
binations here. When there is more than 
one daughter, the Moon's Nodes become 
increasingly important as a diagnostic tool 
in analyzing the relationships. 
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The purpose of this 

article is to demonstrate 
how useful astrology 
is in understanding 
the mother/daughter 
relationship and 
its disposition. 

Cher had only one daughter, but Janet 
and Judy both had two. What effect(s) do 
the Moon and her Nodes have on Judy's 
and Janet's relationships with the other 
daughter? 

JUDY GARLAND AND LORNA 
LUFT: MOONS ARE 
SIDE-BY-SIDE; NODES 
ARE COOPERATING 

Lorna Luft was born to Judy Garland and 
Sidney Luft on November 21, 1952, at 
3:53 PM. PS.X t in Santa Monica, Califor¬ 
nia, An accomplished stage star for more 
than 30 years, she was only IS when her 
mother died. Only two years before, she 
had joined the family act in a month-long 
summer tour, which included her mothers 
final appearance at New York's Palace The¬ 
atre, In her June 27, 2001, interview with 
Larry King on CNN, she complemented the 
famous star as being a "very good moth¬ 
er” who was a victim herself with no real 
family or emotional support. From an as¬ 
trological perspective, Lorna is very sym¬ 
pathetic to her mother: their Moons are 
side-by-side in Sagittarius and Capricorn; 
and their Nodes are cooperating in air/fire 
signs Libra/Aries and Aquarius/Leo. Lor¬ 
na 's Capricorn Moon would be supportive 
of Judy's Sagittarius Moon {earth supports 
fire); and they are of similar intent spiritu¬ 
ally with their air/fire Nodes. Fire is the el¬ 
ement that symbolizes spirit, and there was 
a strong spiritual and karmic bond between 
this mother and daughter* 

Judy's North Node in Libra fails in Lorna's 


sixth house, the same position as Liza's (in¬ 
terestingly, both sisters have the same signs 
on their cardinal points). Just as Judy helped 
her first-born advance in her career, she 
would do the same thing for her younger 
daughter. Judy’s South Node in Aries in Lor¬ 
na’s twelfth house had a similar effect to 
that of Liza—both sisters would be haunt¬ 
ed by their mother’s ghost and would likely 
always feel that they walked in her shadow. 
Being the child of such a famous, talented, 
and emotionally charged superstar must 
have been a daunting challenge. According 
to the respective Node dispositions, appar¬ 
ently Lorna adjusted to her mother’s moods 
with greater ease than Liza. Lorna’s North 
Node in Aquarius falls In Judy's eighth house 
of death and the occult and is applying to 
her mother's Chiron by sextile aspect. This 
says to me: “Mommy, I’ll save you!” The 
eighth house is also the house of taxes, in¬ 
surance, and legacies. Lorna's laudable at¬ 
tempt to pay tribute to her mother’s legacy 
fits right in with her North Node in Judy's 
eighth house. Lorna’s Leo South Node falls 
in her mother’s second house and is con¬ 
junct Judy's Neptune. Perhaps Lorna feels 
driven to preserve her mother’s memory be¬ 
cause of a bond in a past life that drove her 
to satisfy a debt she felt that she owed. This 
would likely be happening on the subcon¬ 
scious level. On a conscious level, Judy prob¬ 
ably relied on Lorna’s solid Capricorn Moon 
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for emotional support (remember, Judy had 
no earth points in her horoscope). 

The Moons here are both heavily as- 
pected, which can undermine the relation¬ 
ship; however, there is a special exception 
that modifies the Moon’s disposition in this 
mother/daughter relationship. Lorna Luft 
is a Mercury Yod bearer. Her Mercury is ret¬ 
rograde in Sagittarius and applying to her 
mother’s Sagittarius Moon. It is conjunct 
Judy’s Mars and a source of pain (as well 
as enlightenment) for both. Lorna would 
openly speak her mind to her mother and 
be an important source of insight for Judy, 
the one person who would not be afraid to 
speak the truth to her. Lorna admits to be¬ 
ing intimidated by her mother’s legacy, and 
in the Larry King interview said, "It took a 
long time to be friends with the ghost and 
to be able to say thank you." Yod bearers 
have a special purpose, and perhaps Lor- 
na’s is that of being the witness to T and 
keeping the flame of, her mother’s legacy. 
Her 2007 CD, Songs My Mother Taught Me, 
is an expression of her Yod-bearer special 
purpose to pay tribute and bear witness. 
After all, Lorna has insight like no other, 
and probably understood her mother bet¬ 
ter than anyone else. Her Sagittarius Mer¬ 
cury Yod fulcrum to Jupiter rising in Taurus 
and Uranus in Cancer would prove to be a 
surprising source of inspiration to Judy’s 
MC water-sign Pisces Uranus. Cancer is the 
sign of home, family, and the mother, and 
Lorna would have a special understanding 
of her mother. The story of the complex re¬ 
lationship between Judy Garland and her 
daughters is a psychological and astrolog¬ 
ical treasure that deserves its own article! 
Like Judy, Janet Leigh had a closer rela¬ 
tionship with her second daughter than she 
did with the first, and if is spelled out in 
their stars, 

JANET LEIGH AND KELLY 
CURTIS: MOONS IN 
THE SAME SIGN; 

NODES IN OPPOSITE SIGNS 

Kelly Lee Curtis was the first-born child 
of Janet Leigh and Tony Curtis, entering the 


world on June 17,1956, at 2:14 PM, PD.X, 
in Santa Monica, California. Both Janet and 
Kelly have the Moon in Libra, but, interest¬ 
ingly, even though they share the same 
Moon and Node signs, their Nodes are op¬ 
posite each other, and their Moons are far 
apart. Kelly’s Moon at 25* Libra is much 
closer to her father’s Moon at 26* Libra 
than it is to her mother's Moon at 12* Li¬ 
bra. Further complicating what should be 
an obviously compatible mother/daughter 
relationship is Kelly’s Mercury widely con¬ 
junct her South Node (which is in the same 
sign as her mother’s North Node, Gemini) 
and In out-of-sign opposition with Saturn in 
Scorpio. People with Saturn in Scorpio are 
powerful forces in the world around them 
and tend to easily dominate others. Kelly’s 
Scorpio Saturn would have likely dominat¬ 
ed, and even oppressed, her mother’s Scor¬ 
pio Ascendant (and the relationship), 

Kelly has a testy Leo Jupiter/Pluto T- 
square to Gemini Mercury in out-of-sign op¬ 
position with Saturn in Scorpio, which 
clashed with her mother’s Midheaven Leo 
stellium. Leo likes being the center of at¬ 
tention, but only one person can stand in 
the spotlight at a time. Kelly appears to 
have been closer to her father than her 
mother. After her parents divorced in 1963, 
Kelly chose to stay with her father, which 
alienated both her famous mother and her 
famous younger sister. Each daughter took 
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sides, which happens so often in families. 
Even though Kelly inherited her mother’s 
Grand Trine, it is out-of-sign in air and wa¬ 
ter, and not strong enough to stand up to 
her mother's and younger sister's fire Grand 
Trines. She favored her double Yod-bearer 
father with her South Node conjunct his Sun 
(which is also indicative of a karmic bond). 
Admirably, she would use her considerable 
influence to try to save her father from al¬ 
cohol and cocaine addiction, and he cred¬ 
its her for his recovery, calling her "the most 
encouraging and understanding woman I’ve 
ever known/' They both have Saturn in Scor¬ 
pio! Surely, it must have rankled Janet when 
Kelly went to live with her father. Kelly was 
her first-born: the first birth is said to be 
special to the mother, a soul-searing, un¬ 
forgettable experience bordering on the di¬ 
vine. Perhaps at times, Janet felt like King 
Lear when he said, "How sharper than a 
serpent’s tooth it is to have a thankless 
child!” Children can bring the greatest joy, 
but they can also bring much sorrow. Hav¬ 
ing more than one daughter would be a 
challenge to any mother, but what happens 
when the two daughters are twins? 

INGRID BERGMAN AND 
ISABELLA AND 
ISOTTA ROSSELLINI: 
MOONS ARE SIDE-BY-SIDE; 
NODES ARE CONJUNCT 

Ingrid Bergman (August 29, 1915, at 
3:30 A.M. C.E.T., Stockholm, Sweden) is 
ranked as the fourth greatest American 
female in film history by the American Film 
Institute. She is beloved for her roles as 
lisa Lund in Cabablanca; the Grand 
Duchess Anastasia in Anastas/a; and Gol- 
da Meir in A Woman Called Golda. Her 
ethereal beauty is symbolized by Venus 
conjunct the Sun in Virgo in the first 
house. Like her fellow Sun-in-Virgo 
Swedish predecessor, Greta Garbo, Ingrid 
was very strong-willed, influenced by her 
most elevated planet, the Moon in Arles 
in the ninth house. The ninth house is the 
house of foreign travel, and Ingrid would 
spend several years in exile after she mar¬ 


ried Italian director Roberto Rossellini in 
1950. They had fallen in love while work¬ 
ing on the film Stromboli, despite the fact 
that both were married to other people. 
Ingrid had a stellium in Cancer, the sign 
of motherhood. It occurred in the eleventh 
house with three forbidding planets— 
Mars, Saturn, and Pluto—all of which are 
opposite the fifth house of children. Sad¬ 
ly, the birth of her first, and only, son 
would put a temporary end to her Holly¬ 
wood movie careen The birth of Roberti- 
no occurred days before Ingrid and Rober¬ 
to were married. She became a social 
outcast (eleventh house) because she 
had a child (fifth house) out of wedlock 
(empty seventh house ruled by Uranus). 
In 1950s America, the McCarthy Era 
(1950-56), this was considered a social 
and moral outrage. In fact, Ingrid was de¬ 
nounced in 1950 In the United States 
Senate by Colorado Senator Edwin C. 
Johnson for having had an extramarital af¬ 
fair and a child out of wedlock (in 1972, 
an apology was entered into the Con¬ 
gressional Record by Senator Charles H. 
Percy of Illinois), Ingrid Bergman had four 
children: Pia Lindstrom; Robertino 
Rossellini; and the twins, Isabella and 
Isotta Rossellini. 

Born on June 18,1952, in Rome, Italy, 
Isabella (6:07 PM.) and Isotta (6:41 PM.) 
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are fraternal twins, very different from 
each other, both in temperament and ap¬ 
pearance. Isabella looks just like her 
mother. She Is also an international 
movie star and was the face of Lancome 
for over a decade. Also like her mother, 
she was married to an influential direc¬ 
tor, Martin Scorsese, and had a long¬ 
term relationship with another famous 
film director, David Lynch. Under his di¬ 
rection, she starred in the notorious Biue 
Velvet and appeared in the 1990 Cannes 
Film Festival best picture winner, Wild At 
Heart Her sister, Isotta, chose a career 
in academia and wrote a book about the 
Italian poet and scholal Petrarch, isotta 
Rossellini is a professor, teaching litera¬ 
ture at Harvard, Princeton, NYU, and Co¬ 
lumbia. Unlike Isabella, she is reputed 
to be very shy and avoids the limeli ght. 
Like most twins, they are close to each 
other, but there are many differences be¬ 
tween them, Including those in their horo¬ 
scopes. For one thing, Isotta has a dou¬ 
ble conjunction (Sun-Venus and 
Mercury-Uranus) in her seventh house, 
which is a big influence on her; however, 
the main astrological difference between 
the sisters is their Midheaven/Nadir 
axis: Isabella's is in Virgo/Pisces and 
Isotta’s is in Libra/Aries. One would ex¬ 
pect Isabella to be the shy one! 



Certainly, Ingrid’s independent, head¬ 
strong Aries Moon must have eventu¬ 
ally chafed at the restrictions of moth¬ 
erhood, especially after the birth of the 
twins, She must have had her hands 
full raising two gifted girls at the same 
time. At least she could tell them 
apart, an advantage which many moth¬ 
ers of twins do not share! Is It likely 
that Ingrid would have favored her out¬ 
going, look-alike daughter, Isabella, 
over the shy, intellectual Isotta? Ingrid's 
Sun/Venus In Virgo would have surely 
felt an affinity with Isabella’s Virgo Mid¬ 
heaven. Ingrid’s Aries Moon was in the 
same sign as Isotta’s Nadir, and fell in 
Isotta's fourth house of mother and 
early childhood. Arles is a fire sign, 
ruled by Mars, the warrior, and is not a 
nurturing sign. Ingrid's Moon at 25* 
Aries falls right on Isabella's fifth-house 
cusp; the fifth house rules children, an¬ 
other factor that may have influenced 
Ingrid to feel slightly more empathy for 
Isabella—slightly, because there Is a 
high degree of celestial compatibility 
between this mother/twin daughter 
combination. Their Moons are side-by- 
side, with the mother’s in Arles, and the 
daughters' in Taurus. Like Lorna Luft's 
Capricorn Moon provided a stable base 
for her mother’s Sagittarius Moon, the 
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twins did the same thing for their fa¬ 
mous mother. Fixed-earth Taurus pro¬ 
vides stability for cardinal-fire Arles; 
earth supports fire (it can also put out 
fire r which comes in handy when deal¬ 
ing with the tempestuous Aries tem¬ 
perament). Reinforcing the stabilizing 
element of the daughters on the moth¬ 
er is the proximity of the nodal axis: 
only six degrees apart, the Moon’s 
Nodes for all three women are 
Leo/Aquarlus, fixed fire and air. The 
twins' Moons are square the mother's 
Nodes, meaning at times they squared 
off emotionally, but at other times, they 
provided support and stability to each 
other. These three beautiful, talented, 
and intelligent women were on the 
same wavelength spiritually, comple¬ 
menting each other and bringing joy to 
the world around them. 

THE THREE PRINCESSES OF 
MONACO: PRINCESS GRACE, 
PRINCESSES CAROLINE, 
AND STEPHANIE 

Grace Patricia Kelly was born on Novem¬ 
ber 12, 1929, at 5:31 A.M, E.S.T., in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. Her father was 
a wealthy construction-company owner and 
Olympic gold medal winner who did not ap¬ 
prove of his daughter's choice of acting as 
a profession. Nevertheless, she got her way. 
Her big break came when producer Stanley 
Kramer offered her a role as Gary Cooper's 
co-star in the classic film-noir western, High 
Noon . Next, director John Ford admired her 
patrician elegance and cast her opposite 
Clark Gable in Mogambo. The next director 
to fall under her spell was Alfred Hitchcock, 
who cast her in two cinema classics. Dial M 
for Murder and Rear Window. Kelly went from 
H/gh Noon to High Society in 1956 when, as 
a delegate at the Cannes International Film 
Festival, she met His Royal Highness, Prince 
Rainier III of Monaco, at a photo shoot at 
the Palace of Monaco. He was smitten, and 
they married in the "wedding of the centu¬ 
ry" on April 19,1956. She is reputed to have 
worn her actual engagement ring from the 


Prince while completing her final Hollywood 
film, High Society ; an American musical trea¬ 
sure with Louis Armstrong, Bing Crosby, and 
Frank Sinatra. 

The late Princess Grace of Monaco had 
a fascinating and forceful horoscope. She 
was a super Scorpio with a sensitive 
Pisces Moon trine her Scorpio Sun. She 
also had Scorpio Rising, with Mercury, the 
Moon's South Node, and the Sun conjunct 
Mars, all in Scorpio. Driving her horoscope 
was her Scorpio Mercury Yod to retrograde 
Jupiter in Gemini and retrograde Uranus in 
Aries. This is an exciting, but dangerous, 
Yod, hauntingly similar to that of another 
beautiful and charismatic, but ill-fated 
Princess: Her Royal Highness, Diana, 
Princess of Wales, Princess Grace's Yod is 
reminiscent of Princess Diana’s retrograde 
Aquarius Jupiter Yod to retrograde Mercury 
in Cancer and Pluto conjunct Mars in Vir¬ 
go. There are some uncanny parallels in 
the lives and horoscopes of these two 
women, and a brief diversion is highly ed¬ 
ucational from an astrological standpoint, 
(1) Both Princesses had Yods; (2) both had 
Mercury and Jupiter in their Yods; (3) both 
had a Yod Leg in the eighth house: Princess 
Grace had a retrograde Gemini Jupiter Yod 
Leg in the eighth house; Princess Diana 
had a Virgo Mars/Pluto Yod Leg in the 
eighth house; (4) both married royalty; (5) 
both had difficult seventh houses; (6) both 
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passed the Yod on to their sons; and (7) 
both died In motor-vehicle accidents, 
Uranus can be a deadly force in the horo¬ 
scope, and both women had Uranus in a 
destructive position: with Grace, Uranus in 
the fifth house of love and children would 
taint her love for the Prince, who ended her 
fun life and film career; with Diana, Uranus 
in the eighth house of death opposite her 
Moon and its South Node sealed her fate 
in the deadly power game she played as 
mother of the future monarch. It is a fas¬ 
cinating exercise to compare the two lethal 
Yods of these two doomed Princesses, 
both of whom were devoted mothers, in¬ 
terestingly, although neither of Princess 
Grace's daughters inherited the Yod, there 
was a dramatic contrast in her relationship 
with each of them. 

PRINCESS GRACE AND 
PRINCESS CAROLINE: 
MOONS IN WATER; 
NODES IN THE SAME SIGN 

Caroline Louise Marguerite Grimaldi 
was the first child born to Princess Con¬ 
sort Grace Kelly and Prince Rainier III of 
Monaco on January 23, 1957, at 9:27 
A.M. C.E.T., in Monte Carlo, Monaco. Car¬ 
oline, Princess of Hanover, Hereditary 
Princess of Monaco, is the heiress pre¬ 
sumptive to the Kingdom of Monaco (un¬ 
til her brother produces a legitimate heir)

and a patrilineal descendant of the Dukes 
of Polignac. Royalty is an anachronism in 
the modern world, but it is a connection 
with the historical past. Royals are living 
history, and thus a subject of interest to 
many. Princess Caroline has the sang roy¬ 
al from her father, and astrological syn- 
chronicity with her mother. Princess 
Grace's Moon in Pisces was in the same 
sign as Caroline's Ascendant; and their 
Nodes were also in the same sign, al¬ 
though in reverse. Caroline’s Scorpio 
North Node is conjunct her mother's 
Mars. Princess Caroline’s Scorpio Moon- 
Neptune complemented her mother's 
Scorpio Sun and Ascendant; and sup¬ 
ported her mother’s Scorpio Mercury Yod. 
The Sun in one person’s chart conjunct 
the Moon in another's (or vice versa) is 
said to be the sign of two soulmates. 
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There was a deep astrological affinity be¬ 
tween these two women, In performing re¬ 
search for this article, many photos of the 
two mother/daughter Princesses were ex¬ 
amined—Grace and Caroline appeared to 
have a close relationship and often look 
more like sisters than mother/daughter! 
In all likelihood, this was a close and sup¬ 
portive relationship. 

PRINCESS GRACE 
AND PRINCESS STEPHANIE: 
MOONS SIDE-BY-SIDE; 
NODAL SHOWDOWN 

Princess Stephanie Marie Elisabeth 
Grimaldi entered the world on February 1, 
1965, at 6:25 PM. C.E.T., in Monte Carlo, 
Monaco, the last child born to Princess 
Grace and Prince Rainier. Her mother Is re¬ 
puted to have referred to Stephanie as her 
enfant terrible ("wild child”), Known for her 
scandalous love affairs, Stephanie is a born 
non conformist. She has the Sun conjunct 
the Moon in rebellious, Uranus-ruled Aquar¬ 
ius and Uranus conjunct Pluto in Virgo. She 
also has Mercury conjunct Venus in cardi¬ 
nal earth-sign Capricorn, reinforcing her will¬ 
ful Sun-Moon and Uranus-Pluto conjunc¬ 
tions. Impulsive in love (Mars is trine the 
Mercury-Venus conjunction), she has had 
difficulty finding the right marriage partner, 
despite having a Juplter-ruied fifth house 
with Jupiter in Venus-ruled Taurus on the 
Midheaven. In this case, Jupiter’s influence 
combined with Venus may have led to ex¬ 
cess and overindulgence. Princess 
Stephanie has seemingly matured with age 
and works for a number of charities, but one 
must wonder whether she will always be 
haunted by the tragic death of her mother. 

On September 13, 1982, Princesses 
Grace and Stephanie were involved in a 
tragic motor-vehicle accident. Both were 
seriously injured, and Princess Grace died 
the next day. The circumstances of the ac¬ 
cident are unclear, but a look at Princess 
Grace's transits on the day of the accident 
confirm that she was in grave danger. Tran- 
siting Saturn conjunct transiting Pluto was 
applying closely to natal Venus in Libra in 


the twelfth house; transiting Jupiter In 
Scorpio was applying by two degrees to 
Grace's Mercury Yod fulcrum; and the trig¬ 
ger, transiting Mars in Scorpio, was exact¬ 
ly conjunct natal Mars in Scorpio, with 
Uranus only six degrees away at Sagit¬ 
tarius, The fateful accident that took one 
Princess's life and scarred the other for 
life was symptomatic of a possibly toxic 
relationship. When the mother/daughter 
relationship is a harmonious one, it is a 
source of emotional support and nourish¬ 
ment, Unfortunately, there is no guarantee 
that mothers and daughters are going to 
get along, particularly when their horo¬ 
scopes are not in harmony. Was the re¬ 
bellious tomboy Stephanie a source of vex¬ 
ation to her mother? 

Princess Grace and her younger daugh¬ 
ter probably did not get along very well. 
Grace's Pisces Moon was likely demoral¬ 
ized and oppressed by Stephanie's Sat¬ 
urn and Chiron in Pisces. Although both 
of Grace's daughters had the Sun In 
Aquarius, Stephanie also had the Moon in 
Aquarius, which is square her mother's 
Sun. Ruled by Uranus, Aquarius is a fixed 
air sign, arguably the most stubborn and 
capricious of all the signs of the zodiac. 
Experience has shown that the behavior 
of Aquarians can be inexplicable, unpre¬ 
dictable, and unforgiving. Stephanie's 
Aquarius Moon overwhelmed her mother's 
Pisces Moon, and squared off with her 
mother's Sun and South Node. It is pos¬ 
sible that Stephanie felt overwhelmed by 
her glamorous mother and did not know 
how to communicate with her. This moth¬ 
er/daughter relationship was challenging, 
with possible karmic reverberations. 

Princess Grace’s North Node was ex¬ 
actly conjunct Stephanie's Midheaven: this 
could Indicate a karmic settlement of some 
kind between these two souls, the satis¬ 
faction of an obligation. This is reinforced 
by Princess Grace's Moon at 21" Pisces 
square Stephanie’s Nodes at 21* Gemi¬ 
ni/Sagittarius. They squared off against 
each other, perhaps over a karmic debt. 
Their Soul Choices are very different. Soul

Choices are the choices made by the eter¬ 
nal soul between incarnations and are 
measured in the fifth, ninth, and twelfth 
houses. Princess Grace had complex Soul 
Choice planning in her life: Her Soul Choice 
houses all have occupants, and the fifth 
house of choosing the path has the Moon 
in Pisces and Uranus in Aries resident. 
Motherhood was certainly a key issue in 
her life, and her children were very impor¬ 
tant to her, particularly her son, Albert, who 
inherited the Yod. Stephanie might have 
been her big challenge in life. Stephanie’s 
Soul Choice houses have no planets, The 
fifth house, however, holds the Moon’s 
South Node in Sagittarius, the sign of 
Grace's Saturn, Lord of Karma, Was there 
a karmic battle going on behind the scenes 
between mother and daughter? Their car¬ 
dinal points cross each other. Their Moons 
and their Nodes are in side-by-side signs, 
like two ships passing in the night. Their 
stormy relationship ended in the mother’s 
tragic death, an event that has scarred 
Princess Stephanie for life. Losing one’s 
mother is hard enough when it happens 
through natural causes, but to lose one’s 
mother in a violent and tragic accident 
must be unbearably painful. Who can imag¬ 
ine how much Princess Stephanie has suf¬ 
fered over the tragic loss of her mother? 
May Princess Grace and Princess 
Stephanie find peace with each other. 

CONCLUSION 

The purpose of this article is to demon¬ 
strate how useful astrology is in under¬ 
standing the mother/daughter relationship 


and its disposition. Not only is this prime 
relationship the foundation of society, it is 
also often fertile ground for working out 
karmic issues. The ties that bind us to our 
parents go beyond the blood that flows 
through our veins, extending to planetary 
heredity and, beyond that, to the pull of kar¬ 
ma. Under optimal circumstances, we 
choose our parents between lifetimes 
when we are making decisions about the 
course of the soul’s evolution. Karmic at¬ 
traction can be a powerful influence in the 
circumstances of birth, and its secrets are 
locked within the Moon’s Nodes, the karmic 
signal lights in the horoscope. To fully un¬ 
derstand the relationship between moth¬ 
ers and daughters (and all mother/child re¬ 
lationships), careful attention must be 
given to the Moon's sign, position, aspect 
disposition, and especially her Nodes.

IS THERE A JOB IN 
MY FUTURE? 

Dear Eileen, / have a pattern 
of poor health and problems 
with continuing my professional 
education. Recently, in August

It is understandable that you are con¬ 


cerned about finding employment right 
now, given the present economic environ¬ 
ment, That said, the inherent potential of 
the natal horoscope and transits to it still 
operate in our lives in spite of the reality 
of the times in which we live. If a transit 
describes an opportunity, it is going to oc¬ 
cur no matter how difficult the employ¬ 
ment climate. With that in mind, let’s take 
a look at both your natal horoscope and 
your upcoming transits to see what op¬ 
portunities may be in your immediate fu¬ 
ture. 

You have a preponderance of planets 
in both Aquarius and Pisces, and they are 
all in your sixth house of health and work, 
and your seventh and eighth houses of in¬ 
teraction with other people. Since Aquar¬ 
ius and Pisces are signs that relate to the 
humanistic and helping professions, it is 
no wonder that you have chosen a career 
in the medical field. Virgo on the cusp of 
your second house of earned income is 
another indicator of making money from 
medicine, in addition to teaching or any 
service-oriented profession. 

You mention that you have also strug¬ 
gled with some health issues. This would 
be suggested by your natal Saturn in 
Aquarius in your sixth house of health. 
We often face challenges in the area of 
life governed by the house in which Sat¬ 
urn is placed and usually need to work 
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hard at resolving those particular life Is¬ 
sues. With both Saturn-ruled Capricorn 
on the sixth-house cusp of your chart and 
your natal Saturn itself placed therein, 
your everyday work life and your own 
health issues would be major focuses in 
your life on a day-to-day basis. Saturn can 
present us with obstacles, but they can 
ultimately teach us how to define our 
sense of reality. Saturn here also indi¬ 
cates that work is the foundation of your 
life and that not knowing if you will find 
employment would cause you worry and 
anxiety. In addition, this Saturn place¬ 
ment means that you need the structure 
of a regular routine and need to feel use¬ 
ful and productive on a daily basis. Since 
the Moon rules your twelfth house of in¬ 
stitutions and you have the natal Moon 
in Aquarius in the sixth house, you would 
benefit from working in a hospital setting 
or for a large Institution where you can 
find a sense of community with like-mind¬ 
ed others, as you value being on friendly 
terms with coworkers. 

From the end of 2012 until the end of 
2014, transiting Saturn in Scorpio was 
forming squares to your Aquarius planets. 
At the end of 2013, Saturn began to tran¬ 
sit your fourth house, a transit that will 
continue throughout this year. Saturn's 
transit of the fourth house can often man¬ 
ifest as a temporary withdrawal from out¬ 
er life due to health issues, either our own 
or those of family members. The squares 
from Saturn have been very challenging, 
which is why you had been feeling blocked 
from moving forward with your employ¬ 
ment life. The good news is that Saturn 
entered Sagittarius at the end of Decem¬ 
ber 2014 and will be there until the end 
of 2017. During its passage through 
Sagittarius, Saturn will form sextiles to 
your Aquarius planets and eventually 
make a trine to your Ascendant. These are 
favorable aspects that describe opportu¬ 
nities to stabilize your life. I think you will 
experience a much easier time of it with 
Saturn leaving intense and transforma¬ 
tional Scorpio, as transiting Saturn in the 


fire-sign Sagittarius is more in harmony 
with the emphasis of fire and air in your 
natal horoscope. 

In addition, transiting Jupiter In Leo will 
be making a conjunction with your Ascen¬ 
dant starting in the spring of 2015 and 
continuing until the beginning of August 
2015. Given that Jupiter is already in Leo, 
you should have begun to feel more con¬ 
fident. As this transit progresses, you will 
be presented with opportunities to expand 
your life, and this should help improve 
your overall health. Since August 2014, 
transiting Jupiter has been making oppo¬ 
sitions to your Aquarius planets, which 
should have lessened some of your anxi¬ 
ety and perhaps enabled you to meet new 
people who could offer you some assis¬ 
tance. This is a time to allow yourself to 
be open to the possibility of a new future. 

Starting in 2015, transiting Uranus in 
Aries begins its transit through your ninth 
house. Over the next few years, transiting 
Uranus in Aries will then be making a trine 
to your Ascendant and your natal Uranus 
in Leo. Your first-house Uranus makes you 
a very independent and unique individual. 
With the trine of transiting Uranus to its 
natal position in your chart, you may be¬ 
gin to require more personal freedom. 
Whether this transit means that you will 
begin to study a new and exciting subject, 
travel to exotic or unusual places, move 
to another state or country, or meet new 
and unusual people who become cata¬ 
lysts for change in your life, the planet 
Uranus will be awakening you to a new life 
adventure. 

Your Sun-Venus conjunction in Pisces 
indicates that you are a very sensitive and 
psychic individual with empathy and com¬ 
passion for other people.

SHOULD I RELOCATE TO FIND

to move to Marin County, California (Sausal- 
ito or Tiburon), some time in 2015, do you 
think my relocating would afford me an op¬ 
portunity to have a fulfilling relationship 
and improve my finances and career po¬ 
tentials? I was born November 12,1955, at 
4:34 P.M. E.S.T., 40N44/74W10. 

There is no question that relocating to 
another state or country can change your 
life and bring new opportunities. Let's 
take a look at both the transits to your na¬ 
tal horoscope and the relocated chart for 


Marin County to see what could unfold in 
your life if you do in fact make a big 
change and move out of state. 

Throughout all of 2014, you had been 
in the midst of transiting Saturn making 
a conjunction to your Scorpio Sun, in ad¬ 
dition to experiencing your second Saturn 
Return, which occurs for everybody in their 
late fifties. Since Saturn transits are 
about defining who we are and what we 
need to focus on to make our lives more 
real, it is not surprising that you have 
been seriously reevaluating the overall di¬ 
rection of your life.

Saturn in the sev¬ 
enth house can express itself as a fear of 
monogamous relationships or the neces¬ 
sity of having to deal with life issues that 
weigh heavily on a relationship itself. 
Since this area of life describes the kinds 
of people we attract to us throughout the 
course of our lives, a natal Sun-Saturn 
conjunction in Scorpio could indicate that 
you attract very strong-willed individuals 
who, nevertheless, have serious issues of 
their own to face, which you then have to 
contend with over the course of the part¬ 
nership, In essence, this configuration in 
your seventh house means that you are a 
very relationship-oriented person and you 
need other people for your own growth 
and development. 

While your relationships are anything 
but lightweight, your ruling planet (by 
virtue of your having Venus-ruled Taurus 
on your Ascendant) is Venus In Sagittar¬ 
ius (accompanied by the North Node In 
Sagittarius), a much lighter influence, This 
describes you as an individual who loves 
travel, the outdoors, and personal free¬ 



dom. A person with Venus in Sagittarius 
is basically looking for someone to share 
the journey of life with and may relate par¬ 
ticularly well to people of different cultures 
and nationalities. Since the North Node 
symbolizes the path we must cultivate and 
follow in this lifetime, your North Node in 
Sagittarius suggests that you will find hap¬ 
piness and personal fulfillment when you 
travel far away from your original place of 
birth. Whether you travel the world or just 
travel to another state to live, the North 
Node In Sagittarius implies that you even¬ 
tually need to take a risk and experience 
a totally different lifestyle.

Dear Eileen, For the past seven years, 1 
have been going through unending eco¬ 
nomic problems coupled with a messy di¬ 
vorce that doesn't seem to end. I don’t 
have family support and no children of my 
own, but I help to raise my ex-husband’s 
four children. 1 still have a job that I love: 
court interpreter and translator for the 
past 35 years. Will I ever find economic 
stability and/or a nice companion this 
time around? I need some guidance about 
my future. I was born January 31, 1943, 
at 8:15 P.M. E.S.T., 20NQ8/75W12. 

It sounds like you have been going 
through some challenging times, espe¬ 
cially with a divorce that never seems to 
come to an end. You mention that you 
don't have much family support or your 


own children, although you help raise four 
of your ex-husband’s children. Not every¬ 
one is supposed to have children or even 
have a large extended family, but every¬ 
one needs to feel part of a larger com¬ 
munity in some way. You have the sign 
Sagittarius on your fourth house of home 
and family, with the ruler of that area of 
life, Jupiter, in Cancer in the eleventh 
house of friends, community, and associ¬ 
ations. On top of that, your Moon in Sagit¬ 
tarius, which rules your eleventh house, 
is in the fourth house of family.

Depending on the kind 
of person with whom you become in¬ 
volved, your financial life either gets bet¬ 
ter or more challenging. With Pisces rul¬ 
ing your seventh house of marriage and 
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Neptune (its ruler) in Libra, the sign of 
your second house, you may feel that the 
divorce is draining you of your financial 
stability and that you need to make sure 
you come to a divorce settlement that is 
fair and equal. Perhaps all this will be be¬ 
hind you and you will begin to regain more 
of a financial balance in your life when 
transiting Saturn comes to an opposition 
of your natal Saturn at the end of 2015.

Transiting Jupiter in Leo began making 
a conjunction with your North Node in Leo 
at the end of 2014 and will continue to 
conjoin It until the beginning of 2015, 
With Jupiter coming from your eleventh 
house of friends, you may meet new peo¬ 
ple who provide you with new opportuni¬ 
ties to expand your life for the future. 
Jupiter will go on to transit your Virgo As¬ 
cendant from October 2015 to June 
2016. These Jupiter transits will open up 
your life to new potentials and improve the 
overall direction of your life. In essence, 
there is going to be light at the end of this 
tunnel. 

LOST AND IN NEED OF GUIDANCE 

Dear Eileen, I've always wanted to know 
if my life could be reflected in my natal 
horoscope. I’ve accepted and rejected my 
Virgo Rising and can’t see the correlations 
between my life and my natal horoscope. I 
have a background in the U.S. Army, from 
1974 through 1980, and lived with my 
brother, to whom I have always felt l owed 
something. At one time I suffered from de¬ 
pression and was suicidal, and I have been 
estranged from my mother, who is now de¬ 
ceased. I have had some medical problems 
and have lived a solitary and quiet life. For 
many years I have felt a little lost and need 
some guidance, I was born May 1,1950, at 
2:25 P.M. E.D.T., 40N46/74W14. 

It sounds like you have had some chal¬ 
lenges in your life but have persevered. 


Let’s take a look at your natal horoscope 
and see if we can make a connection be¬ 
tween the journey of your life and your 
birth-chart. 

You have Virgo Rising with the planet 
Saturn, also in Virgo, in your first house 
of self-identity. Since Saturn relates to ca¬ 
reer issues, its placement here suggests 
that you would have naturally gravitated 
to a service-oriented profession, and be¬ 
ing in the military fits that description. 
Your Mars in Virgo in the first house fur¬ 
ther emphasizes this theme. The combi¬ 
nation of Mars and Saturn in the first 
house suggests that the military provided 
a particular structure for you and that it 
appeals to your sense of service to oth¬ 
ers, The North Node is in many ways the 
path we need to follow in this life.

The Sun in the ninth house in Taurus 
indicates that you need stability and se¬ 
curity, but within the confines of a higher 
purpose, and that you have a need for 
travel, education, and meeting people 
from different cultures and nationalities. 
Perhaps the military was a way for you to 
see the world and also get an education. 
With Gemini in your tenth house of career 
and your natal Mercury (Gemini's ruler) in 
earth-sign Taurus in your ninth house, you 
have the need to learn things that will pro¬ 
vide you with concrete and practical skills. 
Your Moon in Scorpio in the third house 
would perhaps describe your relationship 
with your youngest sibling, toward whom 
you feel a sense of responsibility. The 
Moon in the third house suggests either 
being mothered by a sibling or playing a 
maternal role toward one. This Moon 
placement also describes a very intense 
relationship with your mother and with 
women in general. With a Sun-Moon op¬ 
position, you are always trying to balance 
the intensity of your emotions with the 
need for stability and continuity. Your re¬ 
lationships with other people would be 
very intense and on an all-or-nothing ba¬ 
sis. You also have what is called a T- 
square In your chart. A T-square is a chal¬ 
lenging configuration that involves two 
planets that are in opposition to each oth¬ 
er and a third planet that squares both of 
them.

Fortunately, your 
Moon's close trine to Jupiter in Pisces 
shows you have the capacity to overcome 
your darker feelings, Jupiter near your sev¬ 
enth-house cusp indicates that you need 
to reach out to other people who will help 
you if you ask for it. Jupiter here usually 
indicates good fortune and opportunity 
coming through significant relationships 
and that you can often benefit from the 
generosity of other people. You can also 
be empathic to people, and you value mu¬ 
tually supportive relationships. 

Saturn In the first house in Virgo de¬ 
scribes you as an individual who can be 
disciplined and helpful, but who can also 
be extremely self-critical on all levels. You 
can be hard on yourself and expect per¬ 
fection, which would automatically cause 
you to feel depressed and to lack confi¬ 
dence, Since Saturn is the foundation of 
our lives, its first-house placement would 
describe an individual who needs to work 
on his own sense of identity. You need 
time for yourself and may sometimes 
need to draw back from others. There 
needs to be a balance in your life between 
focusing on your identity and health and 
also being open to expanding your life 
through other people. 

Jupiter will be transiting through your 
twelfth house until September 2015, 
which times a good period for spirituality 
and for receiving help and guidance from 
the Universe. Next, from September 2015 
to September 2016, transiting Jupiter will 
move through your first house, and this 
could manifest a positive move in resi¬ 
dency and/or an improvement in your 
physical and emotional health. Jupiter 
usually expresses itself through expan¬ 
sion and new opportunities. The big 
change coming to your life, though, is hav¬ 
ing transiting Saturn in Sagittarius, which 
is in progress now and will continue 
through 2017. This brings to a close a 
seven-year Saturn cycle that began for you 
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in 2008 when Saturn came to your As¬ 
cendant, marking the end of one life 
phase and the start of a new one. 
Whether this transit involves a move to 
another residence or the study of a new 
subject that gives your life more meaning, 
Saturn’s transit through Sagittarius will 
help you to feel a little lighter and more 
hopeful about the future. 

it is really important for you to embrace 
your Virgo Ascendant and who you are as 
an individual. Every zodiacal sign is a 
spark of the divine, and every sign serves 
a spiritual purpose in the unfolding of con¬ 
sciousness. When people are in crisis, 
they often call upon a person with an em¬ 
phasis on Virgo because people born un¬ 
der this sign's influence know how to calm 
people down by offering practical advice 
and counsel. Your Virgo Ascendant im¬ 
plies that you will always have to work on 
improving your health and sense of well¬ 
being, but that you are at your best when 
you are helping out another person by of¬ 
fering a concrete service. I’m sure in your 
own quiet way you have performed many 
acts of kindness that have meant a great 
deal to other people.

Joseph Gordon-Levitfs career debut was in Robert Redford's A River Run s Through 
it (1992), After a string of film roles, he found his claim to fame in the hit televi¬ 
sion series 3rd Rock from the Sun (1996-2001). In this series, he played an irrev¬ 
erent and boastful character who was also the smartest and most confident mem¬ 
ber of a family of space aliens—a perfect role for someone with an Aquarius Sun 
and Leo MoonI

Even while winning awards on 3rd Rock, 
Joseph was anxious to move beyond his 
secure position In TV comedy and begin 
work in small, independent films. As he 
told his fans, Ji What p s important for me 
is the intention of the filmmaker, the 
spirit on set, and what the movie's about 
and why we are all making it." This al¬ 
truistic attitude can be attributed to 
Joseph's Sun, Mercury, and Venus in the 
highly independent sign Aquarius. Of 
course, he was also assisted In this 
move by the emotional confidence he 
felt with his Leo Moon. 


His decision proved worthwhile. In 
2009, Joseph gained star status and a 
Golden Globe nomination for his role in 
the comedy-drama (500) Days of Sum¬ 
mer. Next came supporting roles in ma¬ 
jor films such as inception t The Dark 
Knight Rises, and Lincoln. These suc¬ 
cesses gave him the resources to write, 
produce, direct, and star in the 2013 
film Don Jon, which earned him an Inde¬ 
pendent Spirit Award nomination for 
Best First Screenplay. 

The caricatures and photos below illustrate 
the different physical shapes often seen in 
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Aquarius and Leo. It is the fixed force that gives these signs square and cubical facial 
features. And, of course, it's the masculine polarity that activates the expansive urge to 
attach or connect to external sources and powers that exist outside the self. 

With the cool energy of his Aquarius Sun, Joseph seems to be connecting with com 
cepts far beyond his personal thoughts. As he intuitively focuses on these distant 
ideas, he squints, drawing the eyelids down at the sides. This action compacts the 
electrically charged facial elements toward the center of the face. In contrast, when 
Joseph emotionally responds to others, we see the warmth of Leo's magnetic glow, 
which radiates outward to attract the attention of others. This fiery force reshapes 
the flesh to reveal the feline eyes, the boxed cheekbones, and puffy jowls of a pride¬ 
ful lion. fy

Taken from an actual birth certificate, his 
birth time is likely correct. Still, it’s worth 
questioning its accuracy since Joseph's 
persona shows little of the frontal charg¬ 
ing force of the Ram and he often appears 
amazed and amused by his surroundings. 
Additionally, his underlying bone structure 
suggests few of the features of Aries (save 
for the large nose). What we see is a boxed 
square skull, but that is likely a product of 
his fixed luminaries. In contrast, the eyes, 
cheekbones, and jaw appear noticeably 
skewed, and this suggests the presence 
of mutability. If he had been born just six 
minutes earlier, he would have mutable 
Pisces Rising. 

This Ascendant confusion could be due to 
the fact that Joseph has several chart 
components that can weaken an Aries As¬ 
cendant. The most significant is Mars (the 
ruling planet of Aries) in Pisces. With this 
Mars, Joseph's physical metabolism lacks 
the forceful drive of Aries, as it runs in a 
meandering, liquid manner. 


Another factor is Neptune. Its placement 
in Sagittarius (sextile his Sun) brings a gift 
for comedy. This planet also sits near his 
Midheaven, suggesting why the public 
sees him as being soft and sensitive. 

The final factor to consider is Joseph s 
Uranus, which sits at 0° of the mutable 
sign Sagittarius. It forms a square to his 
Sun and a tight trine to whatever As¬ 
cendant he may have, This could also 
add to the mutable features in his ap¬ 
pearance. 

In the spirit of Aquarius, this author chal¬ 
lenges the A A rating and declares that 
the Sun-Uranus aspect at Joseph's birth 
distracted and delayed the doctor (or 
nurse) in writing down the time. In my 
opinion, Joseph likely has Pisces Rising; 
otherwise, Mars would be the only fem¬ 
inine placement in a chart that already 
contains no earth!
